The Kitchen 


Gardener 
by ANNANELL C. JUBB 


Last SUNDAY we awoke 

in a fairyland of frost. 

The rising sun glinted on 

diamonds hung in the 

most unbelievable places; 
every twig had been dipped in spar- 
kling diamond dust. Pines were furred 
with white. A cardinal and a blue jay 
perched in a frosty Jack pine, then 
chased each other off through the 
woods, as startling as two runaway 
Roman candles against the snow-clad 
trees. But as the sun rose, the frost 
melted; soon the sharp patter of falling 
drops broke the early morning still- 
ness. The sun grew hotter; the: snow 
soggy. 

We have been rounding up the 
equipment for tree tapping and sap 
boiling preparatory to making maple 
syrup (some call it sugaring). We tap 
the trees in our yard and boil down the 
sap on the kitchen wood stove. The 
aroma of boiling sap is part and parcel 
of the time of year, and it certainly 
gives a lift to our winter-logged spirits 
to know that sap is moving in the 
black, bare trees. Spring isn’t so far 
off. 

Have you noticed that you can now 
eat dinner without artificial light on 
clear days? It always seems so good to 
have sunlight after January’s glum 
greyness. I once heard a report that 
we have less sunlight in Michigan dur- 
ing the winter months than in any 
other place in the United States. We 
were second to Alaska! 

In my sunny window gar- 

den the first tomatoes are 

flaunting tiny leaves, but 

the peppers have not 

cracked the ground yet. 
The cabbages have sprouted with their 
usual magical suddenness. This year I 
fell for a purple cauliflower. I don’t 
know quite what it will look or taste 
like, but I planted some seed; I’m a 
pushover for such oddities. In my 
time I’ve tried such queer things as 
groundnuts, garden-huckleberries and 
foot-long cucumbers.

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to go through them. Of particular in- 
terest was a seed catalog issued in 
1908. The highest price for seed in 
the entire catalog was 12 cents for a 
package of asparagus-fern seed. Vege- 
tables were uniformly 3 cents a pack- 
age, flowers 2 to 7 cents. Shrubs and 
woody vines were 10 to 14 cents a 
package. All were postpaid. Inci- 
dentally, many of the varieties are still 
offered by today’s seedsmen and nurs- 
erymen. Surprised me. 
The horned larks have re- 
turned. I can never be- 
lieve that they are really 
migrants and that they 
fin nest in February. Their 
hatchlings must be tough little birds 
to withstand February in Michigan. 
They are such little birds! The owls 
are nesting, too, but an owl somehow 
seems better able to cope with ice and 
snow. 

Feed the birds regularly now. Yes- 
terday four chickadees huddled to- 
gether on the limb of the maple tree 
outside my kitchen window. Wind- 
driven sleet ruffled their feathers; they 
seemed to wobble on the branch, their 
eyes tightly shut, heads drawn into 
their feathers. Opening the window I 
scattered some seeds and nuts on my 
feeding shelf. As the nuts rattled down 
on the shelf, a small bright eye popped 
open, a head cocked toward the sound. 
I closed the window; the chickadees 
pounced. They scrabbled, hopped, 
chirped, pecked, fluttered up and down 
—those chickadees I had imagined 
were half-frozen. But they needed the 
food, as all birds do now. 


Before you forget—Bring 
in a snippet or two of 
almost any flowering 
shrub and try your luck 
with forcing. Forsythia, 
quince, apple, crab-apple and plum are 
sure-fire, and I have known lilacs and 
hawthorn to oblige when they felt in- 
clined. Select well-shaped branches 
and cut them cleanly from the shrub. 
Place in water in a cool reom for a 
day or two, then take into a warm 
room (70° to 75°). Strong sunlight 
should not strike forced branches. 

A rose, gardenia or carnation in a 
bud vase on the dining table will lift 
your spirits from the mid-winter dol- 
drums. A single flower will do more 
for you now than a glorious bouquet in 
June. 

Chop an inch off the top of a carrot 
or turnip and plant the top in a pot. 
Beets make nice foliage plants, too. 
Select a small beet and plant the whole 
thing. Keep well watered.

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Plants Out-of 
the-Ordinary 


by C. W. WOOD 


Japanese Windflower: If you live in the 
North and have become discouraged 
because your Japanese windflowers, 
Anemone japonica, bloom too late to get 
under the wire before frost overtakes 
them, take heart. Gardenside Nurseries, 
Shelburne, Vermont, has an early-flower- 
ing strain that generally commences to 
bloom in late August and often finishes 
before freezing weather puts a damper 
on its festivities, The plant is a typical 
Japanese anemone with its soft rose flow- 
ers on 30-inch stems—in fact, typical in 
every way except for its blooming season. 
There have been early-flowering forms of 
the plant in gardens before; A. japonica 
Lesseri of reddish hue and A. hupehensis. 
pink to mauve. Gardenside’s form is said 
to be a chance seedling found in a batch 
of ordinary Japanese anemones. Another 
anemone offered by the same firm is 
BRIGHT PINK which usually flowers before 
frost. 

Iris Beechleaf: Although PReTTy Quap- 
ROON continues to be one of the favorite 
copper-brown irises, some new ones are 
coming on the market that are apt to 
usurp its place. BEECHLEAF, a seedling of 
QuapbROON, is one of the liveliest coppery- 
brown (with accent on the copper) varie- 
ties that I know. Those who know color 
say that it carries an undertone of violet. 
Its large flowers on 3-foot stems come 
alive as no other copper-browns of my 
acquaintance do. Cooley Gardens, Silver- 
ton, Oregon. 

Apple Garrison: I shall probably be 
drawn and quartered by apple enthusiasts 
for mentioning the GARRISON apple when 
they find out that it will probably not be 
available for two or three years. It holds 
so much promise for quality fruit in cold 
sections, where good kinds are limited, 
that I thought it might be well to point 
it out now so those interested could keep 
it in mind. I have had three glowing re- 
ports on it by friends of this column who 
have seen it growing in the USDA field 
station at Mandan, North Dakota, where 
it originated—the result of a cross be- 
tween DucCHEss and STARKING DELICIOUS, 
I believe. According to a note in a com- 
mercial paper, the fruit is round, some- 
thing of the coloring of DuCHEss and with 
much of the taste of the DELICIOUS par- 
ent. It ripens in September at the field 
station. This all sounds most interesting 
for gardeners in the coldest sections such 
as the Northern Plains, Northern Min- 
nesota and Upper Michigan. 


Mr. Wood says that he was “born in 
a garden, reared in a nursery and ma- 
tured in an experimental plot where 
over 200 new plants were tried each 
year.” His words of plant wisdom have 
been appearing in FLOWER GROWER 
for almost a quarter-century.

Growing Grapes

ples VINES in the home garden 
can be trained on walls, garden 
fences, pergolas or horizontally or ver- 
tically stretched wires... Spring is a 
good planting time. 

Success in raising fruit-bearing grape 
vines depends on correct pruning and 
training. Grape vines bear fruit only 
on current season’s growth. In other 
words the new green shoots that start 
to grow in the spring are the only ones 
that will bear the grapes in the fall. 
Hence, any major pruning is done be- 
fore growth starts in spring. This is 
the basic point to remember when 
pruning. 

During the first two years the grape 
vine should be trained to build a 
good basic skeleton on a firm support. 
Pruning may be done at any time dur- 
ing these first years since fruit produc- 
tion then is not the prime considera- 
tion. From then on all pruning is done 
in January or February. Cut all shoots 
back to within two eyes or buds of the

e Pruning activities—This is the 
month for pruning most fruit trees and 
all those ornamental shrubs, roses and 
trees that flower during the summer. 
You may start pruning in the Rio 
Grande Valley, along the Gulf Coast 
and in Florida early in the month, 
while gardeners in the Mid-South may 
prune about the middle of the month, 
and those in the Upper South around 
the last of the month. The general idea 
is to prune right after the last heavy 
cold of the season, but we can’t deter- 
mine the precise date very far in ad- 
vance. Roses, shrubs and trees that 
bloom in early spring should not be 
pruned until after they have finished 
flowering for the season. 

e Versatile pyracanthas—Among 
the most colorful and dependable of 
the fruiting shrubs are the pyracan- 
thas. In some areas they are even 
more popular than the hollies; most of 
the fruiting hollies grow to tree size in 
the South, while the pyracanthas are 
of shrub size and may be used in many 
situations where trees are not suitable. 
The brilliant fruits of the pyracanthas 
add much life to a garden from fall 
until spring. For attractive indoor 
decorations the fruit may be cut and 
combined with evergreen foliage. 

While pyracanthas tolerate almost 
any amount of pruning, you may lose 
a crop of fruit unless you understand 
the flowering and fruiting habits. If 
you will check your plants now, you

their fruit on wood of the previous 
year’s growth. You can readily see 
that if you remove all the wood pro- 
duced last year you will render the 
plants incapable of producing any fruit 
this year. 

Most species of pyracantha are quite 
informal in their habits of growth and 
will develop attractive, informal speci- 
mens without pruning. For many years 
we had a lovely specimen of Pyracan- 
tha yunnanensis on our grounds that 
was at least 10 feet high, and with an 
equal spread. This plant was never 
pruned except to get fruits for home 
decorations during the holiday season, 
yet the plant never failed to give a 
heavy crop of fruit. 

If you wish your pyracanthas to 
grow into dense, stocky plants, you 
may achieve this without losing a crop 
of berries by pinching off the tips of 
the new growths in late spring or early 
summer. 


Questions of the Month 


Q. My neighbor has a gardenia that 
blooms from spring until fall, while 
mine blooms only in the spring. 

A. Your friend’s plant is evidently 
Gardenia Fortunei, commonly called 
Fortune’s gardenia. There are other 
everblooming types, but most of them 
are too tender for growing outdoors. 
If you have a greenhouse, I suggest 
you try G. Veitchi. 

Q. I have been told that late-bloom- 
ing azaleas are better for the latitude 
of Selma, Alabama, than the earlier- 
flowering indicas. Is this correct? 

A. Yes, the late bloomers will stand 
the cold in the Mid-South much better 
than early and mid-season bloomers. 
Try the Kaempferi and Glendale hy- 
brids. 

Q. I am anxiously awaiting bloom 
from my amaryllis seedlings. How long 
will it be? 

A. Much depends on the care given. 
In good soil, with proper feeding and 
moisture, you may expect some bloom 
the third year. Some growers claim 
they get bloom the second year, but I 
always have to wait until the third. 
Some seedlings take even longer. 

QO. I have several hundred clumps 
of daffodils that have been undisturbed 
for six or seven years. Neither the 
foliage nor the flowers are as good as 
they were a few years ago. Should 
these bulbs be fed? If so, how? 

A. Feed them this month just as 
they are coming through the surface. 
Dig a handful of plant food into the 
soil around each clump. Bulbs do not 
require much nitrogen, and I would 
suggest either bone meal or a plant 
food analyzing about 5-10-5. Your 
bulbs probably need dividing. Do this 
after the foliage has faded in early 
summer.®

ary. Our most severe weather usually 

comes this month, often causing costly 

damage to evergreens, shrubs and de- 
ciduous trees. 

The gardener must: not wait until 
spring officially arrives to place seed 
and plant orders with mail-order con- 
cerns. If orders are not sent in very 
soon, many items may be sold out. 

e Winter garden inspection—When 
weather permits, examine coverings on 
cold frames, windbreaks around tender 
plants and mulches over perennial 
beds. Wind often disturbs these pro- 
tectors. If heavy snow falls, brush it 
off evergreens to prevent breakage of

overloaded branches. Do not touch 
them, however, if ice forms, as icy 
branches snap readily. 

© Getting a jump on spring—The 
first plantings of annual seeds can be 
made now, provided a sunny window 
is available. Don’t try to start plants 


indoors if conditions are unfavorable; 
better wait and sow later outdoors or 
buy plants from your local garden 


store. Annuals that benefit from an 
early start include ageratum, snap- 
dragon, bush balsam, fibrous-rooted 
begonia, browallia, cobaea, impatiens, 
nierembergia, lobelia, pansy, double 
and large-flowered petunias, salvia, 
vinca and verbena. Cabbage and cauli- 
flower can also be started now if space 
permits. 

e Forcing dandelions—Ever eat 
forced dandelions? They are delicious 
in salad. During a thaw dig out a 
few dandelion roots from lawn or gar- 
den. Lay them on sand in a dark 50° 
cellar. Then cover with damp sand. 
The tops will grow into a tangle of 
blanched leaves. 

e Hybrid delphinium—Seed sown 
now will flower in late August. Blooms 
will be superior to those produced by 
plants which were cut back after flow- 
ering in June. Here, the Pacific hy- 
brids should be treated as biennials. 

¢ Pruning and spraying—Winter 
pruning may be done during warm

spells. It is advisable to prune before 
spraying as spray will cover the plant 
more readily and less material will be 
needed. Dormant sprays can be applied 
during thaws when temperature will 
stay above 40° for several hours. 

e Feeding house plants—Toward 
the end of the month, when the sun 
increases in strength and growth is 
rapid, start to water and feed house 
plants more freely. This is also the 
proper time to stimulate stock plants 
which were saved from the garden last 
fall with an eye to providing cuttings 
for the 1958 garden. The end of Feb- 
ruary will be soon enough to take cut- 
tings and additional cuttings can be 
taken through March and April. Plants 
which lend themselves to this treatment 
include geranium, lantana, heliotrope, 
iresine, fuchsia and many others. 

e Fertilizing the lawn—lIf the lawn 
is bare of snow, apply fertilizer now 
instead of waiting until later when the 
lawn may be muddy or time for appli- 
cation hard to find. A spreader dis- 
tributes fertilizer evenly, lessening the 
chances of an overdose and insuring 
uniform turf growth. 

e Storage check-up—Sort over 
stored tubers, bulbs and corms to see 
that they are neither shriveling nor 
rotting. If gladiolus corms were not 
treated last fall, shake a teaspoonful of 
5% DDT dust into every container. 

© Dutch elm disease—Spring of 
1958 will probably see the greatest 
number of cases of Dutch elm disease 
on record. Don’t take your shade trees 
for granted. They take years to grow 
and add beauty and value to your 
home. Have a competent tree man ex- 
amine them now. 


Question of the Month 


Q. My lawn is overrun with chick- 
weed. What can I do about eradica- 
tion? 

A. During thaws in February and 
March common chickweed can be 
killed by spraying with Sodar crab- 
grass killer. If allowed to grow until 
spring, chickweed will produce seed. 
Killing the plants then won’t prevent 
reinfestation.®

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fertilizer. Do not use too much at any 
one time. Apply evenly every four to 
six weeks during the growing season. 
A dressing of well-rotted manure may 
be applied in winter. 

Trim the plants back to half their 
size each spring before growth starts. 
They may be sheared like boxwood at 
any time. 

Plants are remarkably free from 
pests. Use the same dusts or sprays as 
for regular roses when the need arises. 

In areas having severe winters, pro- 
tect as for large roses by covering with 
soil or other material. 

When growing in pots use pot of 
sufficient size to provide growing 
room. Soil should be good loam to 
which may be added leaf mold, well- 
rotted manure or shredded sphagnum 
moss. Keep well watered. 

e Summer bulb time—February is 
none too soon to start preparing soil 
for gladiolus in a sunny spot and in a 
shady area for tuberous begonias. 

Gladiolus, so well known that they 
hardly need description, hail from 
South Africa. Hence their need for a 
warm, sunny spot in the garden. Plenty 
of water during the growing season 
helps produce tall spikes. 

At one time the popularity of gladi- 
olus was threatened very seriously by 
minute insects less than %4 of an inch 
long. Thrips, as the pests are called, 
cause a searing, withered effect on the 
foliage and also are responsible for 
blotching the blossoms. To help ward 
off an attack, keep the plants growing 
vigorously with frequent waterings and 
feedings. If you spray every ten days 
with DDT or malathion, thrips will 
never get a chance to develop colonies. 

Tuberous begonias, lovers of shade, 
want a soil that is deep, light and 
crumbly. Peat moss worked into the 
soil helps achieve this effect. The 
plants are shallow-rooted; it’s a good 
idea to prepare the beds at least 8 
inches deep. The use of fish fertilizer 
improves the blooms. 

e Outwitting slugs and snails—lIf 
snails and slugs are beginning to over- 
run your place despite the bait that 
you’ve spread out, it may be due to 
your failure to dampen the ground. 

Pellets go to work quickly for you 
if you remember to take the hose and 
sprinkle lightly after you have tossed 
them about. 


Question of the Month 


Q. Is it harmful to cut camellias 
with long stems?

Pruning roses; planting fruit trees; 
planting tigridias outdoors; starting 
perennials from seed; spring fertilizing; 
war on slugs; planting peas; starting 
tuberous begonias; ranunculus and 
anemones; still time to plant daffodils; 
combating soil insects. 


Bigesne BEGINS SOON in areas west 
of the Cascades, but winter holds 
plants back a little longer to the east. 
Any dormant spraying must be done 
before new growth appears. 

e Pruning roses—Roses should be 
pruned this month. Some growers 
practice pruning half of their bushes 
on February 12 and the rest on Feb- 
ruary 22. After pruning, paint the cuts 
to prevent dieback and borers. Burn 
all clippings. Give plants their first 
feeding of the season. New rose plants 
can be set out now, but in the cooler 
sections protect with soil over canes. 


e Planting fruit trees—West of the 
Cascades fruit trees and deciduous 
shrubs may be planted this month; 
wait another month in colder sections. 
_ @ Planting tigridias outdoors— 
Bulbs of tigridia may be planted out 
now in well-drained beds. Provide a 
heavy mulch to protect against possible 
late freezes. Flowers will be produced 
earlier and over a longer period than 
from bulbs set out later. 

e Starting perennials from seed— 
Delphinium, primrose and geum are 
but a few of the perennials that may 
be started indoors now for transplant- 
ing later. It is surprising how many 
seedlings can be accommodated in a 
small pot or tray on a window sill. 

e Spring fertilizing—A general 
feeding now of lawns and perennials 
is recommended to get nitrogen 
quickly to the roots. The grass, stimu- 
lated by a good feeding, will grow 
luxuriantly and help to crowd out moss 
and weeds. Rhododendrons, azaleas 
and camellias, putting out strong new 
growth, frequently show browning of 
the old leaves. An inadequate supply 
of nitrogen is often the cause. A 
booster of quick-acting nitrogen may 
be the remedy. 

e War on slugs—The garden slug 
is a principal garden enemy for the 
next two months. Baiting with me- 
taldehyde pellets. at weekly intervals 
will protect young seedlings. 


e Planting peas—Peas, either gar- 
den or sweet, may be planted anytime 
after ground-hog day. Disinfect seed 
with Semesan before sowing. 

e Starting tuberous begonias—Ear- 
lier flowers can be had from tuberous 
begonias started indoors than from 
those planted in the open ground. 
Place tubers in a flat of peat moss, 
concave side up, and do not cover. 
Keep moist but not wet, and growth 
will soon start. By April plants wil! be 
well developed and can be set outdoors 
when frost danger is past. 

e Ranunculus and anemones—If 
you didn’t get these into the ground 
last month, plant them now and they 
will do very well. Fall planting is not 
advised because of heavy winter mois- 
ture. 

e Still time to plant daffodils—lIf 
you didn’t: get daffodils in earlier, you 
can plant them through February. Try 
to buy good bulbs which have been 
held in proper storage. Mix plenty of 
bonemeal with the soil before plant- 
ing. In Southwestern Oregon, along 
the coast and in protected interior 
valleys some of the early daffodils may 
be already in flower. 

e Combating soil insects—Most of 
the annoying and destructive soil in- 
sects can be eliminated by using chlor- 
dane or dieldrin on the soil in garden 
beds. These products are especially 
useful in the vegetable garden.®

Three new aids for getting 


your 1958 garden under way 


by WILLIAM L. MEACHEM 


HIS IS THE SEASON of the year 
[sien most gardeners are about 

to get their gardens started by 
sowing seeds and rooting cuttings. It is 
true that many plants already started 
can be purchased in garden stores and 
nurseries, but there are always those 
choice varieties that the gardener must 
start himself if he is to grow them at 
all. Also, there is quite a thrill in see- 
ing your own garden get under way 
even though the snow may be still fly- 
ing. 

Just this winter several new pieces 
of garden equipment have come on the 
market that are ideal for getting your 
garden off to an early start. 

The first of these is a home green- 
house—actually there are two. I can 
hear many people say: “Stop right 
there—a greenhouse is way out of my 
reach.” The two new greenhouses I 
have in mind are definitely within the 
reach of almost all home gardeners. 
Both are being marketed by Lord & 
Burnham—one of the _ best-known 
names in greenhouses. 

Sunlyt is the name given to the 
larger of the two new Lord & Burnham 
greenhouses. I recently had the op- 
portunity of seeing these greenhouses 
in operation and I was quite impressed. 
Unlike any other greenhouse on the 
market, the Sunlyt is sold complete— 
meaning that the initial price includes 
automatic heat, ventilation and sum- 


mer cooling. It is also made entirely 
of aluminum which means that it is 
almost maintenance free—no painting 
or repairing. 

The Sunlyt comes in two standard 
sizes: 12 and 18 feet long (both are 9 
feet 5 inches wide). In addition, you 
can count on double the growing area 
since the glass goes to the ground, 
making all the space underneath the 
bench available for plants. Also, the 
glass-to-ground construction eliminates 
the need for an elaborate foundation. 
The price of the 12-foot Sunlyt—com- 
plete—is under $650, which puts it 
into the budget class. 

Truly in the budget range is the 
smaller version—the all-new Sunlyt Jr. 
This is the greenhouse for the begin- 
ner, measuring 6 by 8 feet. It is con- 
structed of galvanized steel, and all 
parts are prefabricated for quick and 
easy assembly by the amateur. The 
Sunlyt Jr. also has glass to the ground 
for increased growing area. The price 
of this greenhouse with manual ventila- 
tion is less than $275. Heating equip- 
ment will run about $65 additional. 

What makes the Sunlyt greenhouses 
even more appealing is the fact that 
they will be sold not only through 
Lord & Burnham’s present sales offices 
and agents but also through local 
garden centers. 

If you don’t feel that you are quite 
ready for a greenhouse, you might be 
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interested in an aluminum cold frame 
—which is my second item for getting 
your garden out of the seed packet and 
into the soil. This cold frame is manu- 
factured by Merchant & Evans of 2035 
Washington Ave., Philadelphia 46, Pa. 
Last fall, I installed one in my own 
garden as a replacement for a worn- 
out wooden frame. As cold frames go, 
it is relatively compact—measuring 
36 by 42 inches—but I find that this 
small size suits my needs perfectly for 
starting plants, hardening off plants 
and holding plants through the winter. 

The window sections are made of 
transparent plastic, reinforced with 
aluminum wire. Unlike most cold 
frames, the sash sections slide to each 
side for ventilation rather than lifting.

It is made completely of aluminum, 
and the instructions say that it can 
be assembled with a simple screw 
driver. I found that these instructions 
were true, as all I used to assemble 
mine was the screw-driver blade of my 
pocket knife. I also noted in the con- 
struction that it is relatively easy to 
replace the plastic should the occasion 
arise. The complete cold frame is sold 
by mail and retails for less than $20. 
Of course, for very early starting of 
seeds, an electric heating cable would 
transform it into an excellent hotbed. 

For my final seed-starting item we 
go indoors. Many people have not had 
too much success starting seeds in a 
window, but this could be changed 
with the Moist Rite kit sold by Grow- 
er’s Supply Co., 501 Linden St., Ann 
Arbor, Mich. There are two basic 


Moist Rite indoor seed starter. 
parts to the kit—the tray and the 
fluorescent light fixture. The tray is 
made of plastic and measures 2 feet 
by 1 foot and is 3 inches deep. It in- 
cludes wicks, which make it self- 
watering, as well as a small plastic 
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water reservoir. The fluorescent light 
fixture is a single tube which will do 
a good job of supplementing the poor 
sunlight you normally get in a window 
(which is the reason for many seed- 
starting failures). Each part can be 
purchased separately—the two items 
combined in kit form sell for less 
than $14.00. As optional equipment, 
there is also an automatic timer which 
will turn the light on and off each day. 

So much for getting the garden 
started. There is one portion of the 
garden that should be well under way 
and might be in need of attention dur- 
ing the month of February. That is the 
lawn. It is quite difficult to think about 
crab-grass this month, but there is a 
product that can be applied to control 
this pest right now! This material is 
called Pax and is made by Kelly-West- 
ern Seed Division of Salt Lake City. 

Pax is a dry arsenical that kills the 
dormant crab-grass seed. Tests made 
by a number of state universities over 
a period of years have claimed 85% 
to 100% effectiveness in controlling 
crab-grass with Pax. The manufac- 
turer says that one application will last 
the entire season. However, the manu- 
facturer also says that for best results 
it is important that the material be 
applied correctly. First, the proper 
quantity should be applied to the lawn, 
and, second, it should be thoroughly 
watered into the soil. Even though 
there are many “do’s” for application, 
most gardeners wouldn’t mind spend- 
ing a little extra time on the lawn in 
February if it meant reduced crab- 
grass in July and August. 

While on the subject of lawns, I 
might mention the Goodall Multi-Cut 
mower which does a man-sized job of 
mowing. It cuts a swath 32 inches 
wide by making use of three rotary 
blades. The center blade is 16 inches 
wide, and on either side, slightly over- 
lapping, there are 10-inch blades. 
There are self- and hand-propelied 
models. The machine is made by the 
Goodall Manufacturing Corp., War- 
rensburg, Mo. 

If you are interested in some tips on 
growing evergreens, there is a little 
pamphlet on the subject that you can 
get by writing Plant Marvel Labora- 
tories, Dept. FG, 622-24 West 119th 
St., Chicago 28, Ill. 

Cultivating is one of those necessary 
garden chores that nobody really en- 
joys doing. This is especially so in the 
flower border when you have to get 
between plants. The Porter-Cable 
Company now has an electric cultiva- 
tor for this job. The cultivating tines 
move in a circular motion, breaking 
up the soil surface into a fine mulch. 
Porter-Cable’s tests on this machine 
indicate that not only does it do a bet- 
ter job than hand tools, but it also does 
the work in half the time.®

ILLBOARDS OR SCENERY? Neon 
B lights or the sun and moon? The 
choice is ours. Shall we permit the 
roadsides along the new 41,000-mile 
federal highway system to be disfigured 
by billboards, or shall we persuade 
Congress to prevent this blight? The 
choice is ours: bills to keep billboard 
advertising under control will come up 
in the present session of Congress; 
these bills must be passed if we are to 
prevent the scarring of our country’s 
landscape with a multitude of bill- 
boards. What can gardeners and gar- 
den club members do to assure passage 
of these anti-billboard bills? 

But first, a brief sketch of the cam- 
paign by The Outdoor Advertising 
Association of America (OAAA) to 
prevent passage of the anti-billboard 
bills. 

Last November the OAAA conven- 
tion initiated an extensive public rela- 
tions campaign to combat attacks on 
the industry, particularly those ex- 
pected when Congress reconvenes. 
This extensive campaign, costing 
$300,000, is directed primarily to four 
groups: (1) members of Congress, (2) 
“national thought” leaders, (3) “local 
thought” leaders, and (4) advertisers 
and advertising agencies. A spokes- 
man for the OAAA has said, “Wash- 
ington lawmakers must be convinced 
that billboards are essential to the 
health of the national economy; both 
local and national thought leaders 
(those who influence the nation’s think- 
ing) must be educated as to the merits 
and advantages of billboards.” 

In order to reach these four influen- 
tial groups, the OAAA campaign in- 
cludes hiring: (1) a band of lobbyists 
to contact members of Congress; (2) 
three field men to help OAAA mem- 
bers to carry out the public relations 
program on the local level; (3) a man 
to contact public service groups “which 
receive much free billboard space”; 
and (4) two women to contact women’s 
organizations, since much criticism has 
come from these groups. 

That is, briefly, what the Outdoor 
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Advertising Association of America is 
doing to prevent passage of the bills 
which will control billboards. 

What is being done to combat this 
extensive and expensive campaign? 

The National Roadside Committee, 
a voluntary group of men and women 
favoring federal regulation of billboard 
advertising along the new highways, 
grew out of last year’s Congressional 
hearings on billboards. The National 
Roadside Committee believes that the 
projected $30 billion network of fed- 
eral highways belongs to all the people 
of the United States and not to just one 
special-interest group, the billboard 
industry. The Committee believes that 
people driving along these highways 
will want to see their country, rather 
than a continuous wall of billboards. 
In line with these beliefs, the National 
Roadside Committee is supporting bills 
which will control billboards. 

Secretary of Commerce Weeks, in 
whose department is the Bureau of 
Public Roads, has said: “We have con- 
cluded that advertising along the Inter- 
state Highway System should be con- 
trolled if the objective of the federal 
government to provide a system mak- 
ing for safe and relaxed driving and 
pleasing appearance is to be realized. 
We have also concluded that federal 
legislation is required.” 

The bills designed to control adver- 
tising along the new highway system 
all permit (1) advertising property for 
sale or rent by proper signs, (2) signs 
identifying a business or industry and 
its products on its own premises, and 
(3) signs announcing food, fuel and 
shelter (motels, etc.) available. 

Unless Congress passes such a bill 
during this session, there will be 
nothing to prevent the billboard in- 
dustry from turning our new highways 
into billboard canyons. Here is what 
gardeners and garden club members 
can do to assure passage of the bills: 

1. Write the President urging him 
to back Secretary Weeks’ stand on the 
regulation of billboards. 

2. Write the members of the Senate 
and House Committees on Public 
Works. Ask for a strong bill regulating 
billboards. 

3. Get your garden club and other 
civic organizations or clubs to pass 
resolutions in favor of regulation of 
billboards. Send copies of these resolu- 
tions to your Senators, Representa- 
tives, Governor, members of the State 
Legislature, Mayor, City Councilmen, 
County Commissioners and others who 
will be on the receiving end of the 
OAAA’s $300,000 campaign. 

4. Write the National Roadside 
Committee, 1214 16th Street, N. W., 
Washington, D. C. The Committee 
will send you a model resolution and 
the names of the members of the Com- 
mittees on Public Works.®

the gardener’s year. The joyous exploration of the 

new seed catalogs is over, it is too early to start seed, 
wind and weather sweep the garden unrelentingly and at 
least one child per family is sick. 

Take heart! There are abundant diversions to carry you 
through until that happy day when you can fill the first 
seed flat and prove to yourself that spring is in the offing. 

One day, for instance, you can slip out and check the 
condition of those flats. Stir up the soil you’ve been hoard- 
ing all winter in a pail. Add a bit of sand and some peat 
moss. Bring it indoors if the soil appears frozen. You 
won’t want to waste time over these trivia later on when 
it’s time to sow seed. 

A thaw gives you a chance to peek under the mulch 
protecting the nursery bed. You may find new shoots 
already if the winter has been mild, and other seedling 
perennials will have kept their leaves all winter if safely 
mulched. Gently press back and cover the roots of any 
which have heaved. 

One of the best ways to lighten a grey day is a quick tour 
of the garden. Imagine the new tulips—a sweep of color 
in the spring border; the daffodils, white, yellow, pink, 
naturalized upon a grassy slope. For an instant the dull 
winter day is forgotten, and spring arrives. 

A cold-weather look at my garden inspires me much 
more than a similar inspection at other times of the year. 
There are no weeds to be pulled, no seed heads to remove; 
my mind is free to consider the effect of the garden as a 
whole. Dead and dreary though it may appear to the un- 
initiated, it is now that my garden speaks most loudly of its 
needs, and it is now that I have time to solve its problems. 


T HE FIRST WEEKS OF FEBRUARY mark the low point of

As an adjunct to your tour of the garden, let me intro- 
duce you to the greatest February sport of all—window- 
planning. To participate, you choose an upstairs window 
overlooking a particular section of your garden. Warm 
and comfortable behind the glass, you look searchingly at 
the area outside. On your lap are paper and pencil, several 
seed catalogs and possibly a good gardening book. 

Let your memory direct your thinking, and soon up pop 
the first bulbs, a swathe of pinks, sprays of some other early 
favorite. Blink your eyes, and the garden may sport mid- 
summer clumps of phlox, lilies and daisies. 

Now your mind’s eye begins to sketch in the empty 
places. You needed height behind the white iberis last 
spring. Accent, too. The catalogs suggest tall blue polemo- 
nium and the less well-known pale lavender spikes of 
Amsonia Tabernaemontana. These will give tall accent to 
that long sweep of white iberis. 

July was barren last year until the phlox bloomed. 
Someone recommended Nierembergia frutescens, which 
covers itself with crinkly bluish-white cups the size of a 
quarter just about the time the pyrethrums are through. It 
is a worthy successor to the earlier splash of color of Linum 
perenne. 

Whiling away one February afternoon in just this way 
last year, I decided the one plant that might give me the fall 
effect I sought was the Michaelmas-daisy or true aster. 
Before long I shall be transplanting the yearling seedlings 
of this perennial aster into the border by the driveway. 
By fall I shall know whether my February dreaming has 
paid off again. 

Now you see how the game works. There is no limit 
to the number of times you can play or [See Pace 90]

HETHER YOU are planting tuberous begonias for the 

first time this spring or whether you have grown 

them for years, you would do well to reconsider the 
versatility of this showy plant. For there are many ways 
that tuberous begonias can be used on any property— 
small or extensive. If you have not yet ordered the bulb- 
like tubers, better do so at once. 

While it is possible to start the tubers directly into root 
and shoot growth by planting in the open ground when 
frost danger has passed, the best plants and blooms come 
when the tubers are given an early start indoors, in a 
greenhouse if you have one, or in any indoor room that 
is not too warm and dry. (However, I have started tubers 
into growth in a city apartment that was neither cool nor 
particularly well lighted and had later success because I was 
able to get the growing plants into the open ground 
before they had become too leggy from the unsatisfactory 
growing conditions indoors.) Instructions for starting the 
tubers are in the picture story on the opposite page.

As to the landscape value of tuberous begonias: the 
potential is unlimited, as anyone who has grown them has 
found out. First of all, they can be left in pots, thus be- 
coming part of a portable garden. (Other good subjects for 
the portable garden which will contrast well with the 
begonias include coleus, caladium, fuchsia and varieties of 
the wax begonia, »onia semperflorens.) Potted plants 
can be moved about according to the gardeners whim— 
use them wherever color accent is needed—on steps, on a 
porch, along a terrace or patio, or even as adjuncts to the 
garden itself where two or three plants in pots can be 
grouped at the beginning or apex of a path or set at the 
garden’s edge. 

A second use, really a variation of the pot idea, is to 
grow tuberous begonias in window boxes, large planters 
or tubs, either alone or with other appropriate plants. 
The third way is to plant any number of tuberous begonias 
directly into the ground. This bedding use is one of the 
most satisfying means of showing off the flowers.

Gladiolus—stately sentinels 
in a multitude of colors 


If you would have prize-winning gladiolus with minimum care, profit by the 
experience of Harold Durland, President, North American Gladiolus Council 





ECAUSE GLADIOLUS ARE SPECTACULAR and perhaps be- 
B cause they are used so much by florists, it is often 

assumed that they must be difficult to grow. Fortu- 
nately this is not true. Gladiolus are one of the easiest of 
all flowers to grow, but, as with most plants, good culture 
pays extra dividends. 

Clean, healthy corms (erronously called bulbs) are essen- 
tial to success. No amount of good culture can offset the 
weakening effects of diseased corms. Put your confidence 
in the gladiolus specialists or in garden stores where corms 
are properly stored. Remember, bulbs are not bargains 
unless they fulfill your greatest expectations. 

Gladiolus grow in almost any type of soil, doing equally 
well in sand, clay or sandy Joam. I have even seen magnifi- 
cent plants in soil like that in the bottom of a gravel pit. 
It is important that the soil be well drained. A pH of 6.7, 
meaning a slightly acid soil, is ideal but not absolutely 
essential. Select a location in full sunshine with freedom 
from competition of tree or shrub roots, which compete for 
moisture and essential elements in the soil. 

It is advisable to plant in soil that has not grown gladiolus 
for at least three years, but this is not always possible. 
I have found it necessary to use the same ground con- 
tinuously for nine years. However, in doing this I must 
practice scrupulously careful culture to maintain soil fer- 
tility and to hold down the incidence of soil diseases. At the 
first sign of a weak or diseased plant, out it comes. I also 
find that by changing the direction of my planting rows, 
alternating from north to south and east to west from year 
to year, I make better use of the soil. 

Whether to plant gladiolus in groups in a perennial 
border or to line them out in rows in the vegetable garden 
is largely a matter of preference. When grown in large 
quantities primarily for cutting, it is probably easier to 
cultivate and care for them in rows. However, their use in 
the perennial border should not be overlooked since they 
can be grown there to great advantage. 

Planting may be done in the northern tier of states any- 
time from late April or early May until the middle of June. 
(May 20th is considered the ideal date for planting in this 
latitude of Northern Illinois.) As a general rule, gladiolus 
take about three months to bloom, although some early 
varieties will bloom in 60 days while others may take 110 
days. Catalogs usually indicate the average number of 
days from planting to bloom for each variety. With a suc- 
cession of plantings it is possible to spread the bloom period 
over a longer season. 

In the South, the short, mild winter makes it possible to 
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extend the blooming season considerably. A February or 
March planting will come into bloom there before the heat 
of summer; a July or August planting will result in some 
beautiful late-fall blooms. 

As soon as soil can be worked in spring, spade deeply 
and rake surface smooth. Experience has shown me that 
double-row planting serves my needs best by conserving 
space and making all phases of care easier. However, an 
amazing number of gladiolus can be grown in groups in a 
mixed perennial border and will make a fine display. Cul- 
tural principles are fundamentally the same regardless of 
where corms are planted. I mark out rows 12 to 14 inches 
apart (depending on whether I’m planting the miniature or 
large-flowering varieties), with about 30 inches between 
the double rows for a path. 

Next I draw a furrow down the row to receive the allotted 
amount of fertilizer, which is spread in the furrow. The 
fertilizer is then incorporated into the soil by running the 
cultivator over the row again. 

I plant to the depths indicated in the chart below. My 
soil is medium-heavy. In lighter, more sandy soils, the 
corms should be planted deeper to insure the plants’ having 
a good anchor when they start to flower. Hilling up the 
rows during later cultivation also helps to support the 
plants. However, with some of the tall varieties it may be 
necessary to stake the plant as it reaches flowering stage. 
Bamboo stakes, 3 to 4 feet tall, are very satisfactory for 
this purpose. Large corms should be set a minimum of 6 
inches apart; for real show spikes 12 inches is even better. 
Smaller corms may be planted closer together. 

Labor savers become increasingly important as the num- 
ber of gladiolus you grow climbs into the hundreds and 
thousands—as it almost invariably does. A pre-emergence 
weed killer, applied to the soil immediately following plant- 
ing of the corms, eliminates the crop of early spring weeds 
that appear a few weeks after planting. The material kills 
the weed seeds that are near the soil surface but will not 
provide weed control all season. To obtain optimum results, 
follow directions carefully. Soil must be moistened and left 
undisturbed after application as further cultivation brings 
to the surface more weed seeds which [See Pace 107]

are- planted varies with the size of the 
corm and the type of soil. In Mr. Dur- 
land’s medium-heavy soil, he plants to the 
depths indicated on the accompanying 
chart. In a light, sandy soil, corms could 
be set an inch or so deeper, whereas in a 
very heavy soil they should not be set 
quite so deep as shown. Actually, gladi- 
olus are very tolerant of the depth at 
which they are planted, but for superior 
results it is best to follow recommenda- 
tions. Space large corms 6 inches apart, 
smaller corms closer together. When 
planting in a perennial border, use six 
or preferably twelve corms to a group.

A POOL ON A TERRACE breaks the <> 
flat monotony of the terrace; a pool 
softens the harsh angle of the meeting 
of house wall and terrace: here are 
solutions to the two problems com- 
mon to all terraces. For a cool orna- 
mental effect, there is the reflection 
pool surrounded by potted plants. 
For a less formal effect, there is the 
water-lily pool or one with a raised 
wall around it for potted plants. 


A ROCK GARDEN POOL must be natu- 
ralized to blend with its setting. Here 
the rough, natural appearance of the 
rock garden was carried over into the 
design of the pool by means of the 
border of rough-hewn field stone. To 
heighten the natural effect, low-grow- 
ing shallow-water plants or bog 
plants, such as marsh-marigold and 
water-poppy, may be planted along 
the bank or in submerged clay pots. 
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cattails, rippled the steel-blue water of 

the pool; the reflections of the yellow 
water iris wavered and broke. But as the sun 
rose, the wind died; at noon, between the fat 
stars of water-lilies, the still, silver water 
mirrored the rack of clouds which filled the 
sky. Sunset mottled the pool in black and 
gold. That night the moon floated in the 
water like a great white fish. Pools are like 
chameleons, transformed by changing 
weather, seasons and their surroundings. 
Our delight in pools is chameleonlike too, for 
as the mood and character of the pool 
change, our pleasure in it changes—we find 
it cool in July, exciting during storms. 

The anchor of our delight in pools is that 
they require little care. Aquatic plants have 
few enemies, and most are wild plants; plant 
food is provided by decaying vegetation. 

But we must not be misled by our de- 
light. The pool which gives the greatest 
pleasure is an integral part of its garden; a 
pool misplaced or misshapen in relation to its 
garden destroys delight. A garden with 
straight paths and rectangular beds needs a 
formal pool of severe angular design. A 
garden with curving paths and round beds 
needs an informal pool with curving lines.

How to make a water- 


lily pool in a tub 


by JAMES WEBER 


— IS THE STORY OF A BATH TUB. Oblong, 
squat and white, it sat upon the junk pile 
like a pigeon in a pine tree. “Something can be 
done with that old tub,” I said and hauled it 
home. Several weeks later while browsing 
through a garden catalog I happened upon a de- 
scription of water-lilies and a listing of varieties. 
“The tub!” I thought, “Ill make a lily pool in 
the old bath tub.” Forthwith I ordered some 
water-lily bulbs. Now the tub which sat dis- 
carded on the junk pile is sunk in my back yard. 
Goldfish swim among the water-lilies; an edging 
of Roya CARPET sweet alyssum blooms around 
the pool. 

A friend of mine made a lily pool from a wash 
tub; I have heard of lily pools made from junked 
washing machines. Almost any kind of tub or 
large container may be used. 

To transform your tub into a lily pool, water- 
proof it; then sink it in the ground where it will 
receive full sun throughout the day. A few well- 
placed rocks interplanted with moss-pink (Phlox 
subulata) will provide a natural setting for your 
pool. 

The hardy pickerel-rush (Pontederia cordata) 
with its glossy ovate leaves and blue flower spikes 
is my favorite shallow-water plant for the edge of 
the pool. Almost any kind of container will do 
for the pickerel-rush. Use the same planting pro- 
cedure as that given below for the water-lilies. 
Anchor the container securely to the edge of the 
pool so that it is covered by no more than 3 
inches of water. 

Do not overcrowd your pool with water-lilies; 
the sheen and glimmer of blue water, still or rip- 
pling beneath the blooms and pads, is one of the 
attractions of a lily pool. So restrain yourself 
when ordering water-lilies. It will be difficult, 
for there are many beautiful varieties and species. 
One of the best is the hardy water-lily AURORA. 
Because of its semidwarf growth, free-blooming 
habit and changeable coloring—rosy-yellow the 
first day, deepening shades of apricot on succeed- 
ing days—it is probably the best water-lily for 
tub culture. AUROoRA’s pads (leaves) are a 
mottled brownish-red. 

For a red, white and blue patriotic pool, plant 
the following: GLorRtosa, an early water-lily of 
moderate growth with fragrant cup-shaped red 
blooms; GONNERE, a_ strong-growing, free- 
blooming plant whose pure white flowers re- 
semble snowballs against the flat green pads; 
DAUBEN, a tropical variety with [SEE Pace 93]

My garden: I plan and 


plant for good eating

fortable suburb of pleasant shade trees and neat flower 

borders—this is where I garden. At the back of the lot, 
beyond the rose trellis and beside the garage, is my sunniest 
spot; here for five years I have been experimenting with 
vegetables, greens and herbs. Raspberries grow along the 
fence, two grapevines climb the garage wall, and clumps 
of rhubarb flank the rose trellis. The remaining space, 
about 15 by 25 feet, is my kitchen garden. 

Fortunately, this pocket-handkerchief plot suits my gar- 
dening temperament—that of the casual amateur who likes 
to potter around outdoors and who is spurred on by the 
prospect of vegetables and salads at peak of succulence. In 
my own back yard I can grow what I like best to eat and, 
even better, eat my vegetables when they are in the ideal 


Prensa TO YOURSELF A SMALL BACK YARD in a com- 
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state of fresh and tender immaturity, a state in which one 
seldom finds them at market. 

Over the years, with much trial and many errors I have 
developed for my small household a garden for good 
eating: a little of this, a little of that, and the makings of 
salads from frost to frost. My garden features lettuce— 
five kinds—and herbs—nine kinds. For early salads we 
have lettuce thinnings and the radishes and scallions which 
pop up so obligingly early. By the time the lettuce bolts, 
cucumbers, tomatoes and green peppers are coming along, 
and in August we reseed lettuce for a fall crop. We plant 
the old reliables, onions, carrots and beets—not enough to 
get tired of, but enough to brighten many dinners and to 
take care of all our soups and stews. We have peas during 
their short season, and snapbeans from July to October. 





Each year we manage some variation—broccoli, bush 
squash, eggplant, okra. We have a row of leeks and a 
corner for garlic. 

In a small garden all this takes jigsaw planning, and 
February is the time to start. That first deceptive sniff of 
spring, wafted to us on the breezes of a February thaw, 
sets me hunting last year’s garden log, the stacks of old 
catalogs, the graph paper and pencils. 

The best way to plan, as I rediscover every year, is to 
settle comfortably by the fire and dream about food and 
next season’s garden. Imagination’s garden has no flaw, 
knows neither insect nor disease, weed, drought nor flood. 
To contemplate its rich bounty gives legitimate comfort 
and inspiration to the gardener dreaming while the snow 
flies. I am apt to be carried away by this imagined prospect 
of perfection, however, and my garden log is a gentle cor- 
rective, reminding me that it is possible to have too many 
tomatoes, that cucumbers can fold up overnight, and that 
I can expect only three or four mature eggplants from a 
bush with thirty blossoms. 

But that is the fun of back-yard garden planning—fitting 
the dream to the reality. As I balance our “musts,” 
“wants,” and “let’s trys” against the strict limitations of my 
pint-sized plot, I am led to the pleasant problem of figuring 
what, where and how much. My first task in laying out the 
garden plan is to place the long-season vegetables and to 
consider the possibilities of multiple sowings for all-season 
yield. 

My garden runs lengthwise from east to west, and I have 
found it practical to set the tall, long-season plants at each 
end—tomatoes to the east, broccoli to the west. Next to 
the tomatoes, but a good 4 feet away, go the cucumbers, 
interplanted with green peppers. The garlic corner is at 
one side of this space. Onions come next, then dill and 
four rows of lettuce. 


This is the mid-point of my vegetable patch; a strip of 
grass bisects it here, leading from the rose trellis to the bird 
bath at the back fence. Across this path is the herb row, 
followed by rows of carrots, beets and leeks. Then comes 
the space for experiments, eggplant and bush squash, and 
so we meet the broccoli at the west end of the garden. 


That is the basic garden: the all-season vegetables 
grouped at east and west; in the middle, those I can stretch 
out to full season by sowing the rows in thirds at. three- 
week intervals, with repeat sowings as each third is 
harvested. But we have more “musts” and “wants,” and 
so arises the problem of spacing for maximum use of the 
garden plot. Even in so small a garden, the slow growth 
of the long-season crops makes possible interplanting of 
quick growers like snapbeans and peas. Radishes and 
scallions, of course, can go in anywhere—between the rows 
of carrots and beets, in circles around the spots reserved 
for eggplant and squash. 

Last summer it worked well to flank the tomatoes with 
snapbeans and the broccoli with double rows of peas. By 
the time the long-season crops were reaching for sun and 
growing space, the peas and beans were finished and ready 
to be pulled out. Two double rows of peas give us only 
a small feast of this queen of the early vegetables, but we 
can enjoy snapbeans right up to frost. By mid-June some of 
the early lettuce and onions have been used up, and I can 
begin planting short rows of beans in the bare spaces. This 


“My interest in vegetable gardening, which dates from my 
World War I victory garden, grew out of my interest in 
cooking and good eating,” writes Ruth Matson, author of 
Cooking By The Garden Calendar (Doubleday & Co., 
1955) and numerous articles for such magazines as House 
& Garden and Gourmet. Her present garden in Cleveland, 
Ohio, combines a spring border, perennials and annuals and 
the vegetable garden described above. 
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practice may give the garden an air of disheveiment repug- 
nant to the meticulous gardener, but it is in high favor 
with those of us who relish gardening for the steady supply 
of good vegetables which even the small garden can give us. 

How much to plant is also an important consideration 
in drawing up the garden plan. In this, my February 
dreaming about food leads me on—sometimes too far, as 
my herb row has taught me. When I first started garden- 
ing, my zest for herb cookery led me to plant 8 feet of 
basil, and 6 feet of each of my other favorites: rosemary, 
marjoram, thyme and chervil. I had one row, half of 
parsley, half of dill, with a clump of chives at the end. 
The only thing I was right about was the clump of chives. 
I had too little dill for our household, which has a taste for 
fresh dill with green beans or tomatoes, with baked potato, 
and especially with sour cream cucumbers. Of the rest I 
had an overabundance, more than I could use or give away. 
Since I have neither time nor patience for drying my herbs, 
I quickly revised my herb growing plan. 

The current plan gives me a full row of dill, planted in 
thirds at three-week intervals to stretch its season to the 
utmost. One herb row takes care of all the rest. I have 
by now whittled down the footage to 2 feet each of thyme, 
marjoram, rosemary, basil, parsley and chervil. These I 
treat as annuals and sow every year; they give ample thin- 
nings and snippets for us and for our neighbors. The row 
is rounded out by the clump of chives and a root of tarra- 
gon given me by a fellow herb enthusiast. 

When we garden for immediate good eating, we may 
choose our varieties with freedom, guided only by our likes 
and dislikes. We may ignore the “good marketers” and 
the thrifty “winter keepers,” and base our selection solely 
on taste and texture. In our household, for example, we 
like tomatoes best when sliced raw with basil or halved and 
baked with herbs. MarGLoBE and RutTGERS share top 
honors for shapely scarlet globes, solid-fieshed and sweet, 
fruiting bountifully right up to killing frost. My row of 
tomato vines usually includes three of each of these. For 
pleasant contrast in taste and color I add two plants of 
JUBILEE, whose heavy yellow fruit is mild and almost seed- 
less. We must also have some cherry to- [SEE Pace 95]

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Lavender roses—the most 
exciting news in rosedom

roses to exclaim incredulously, “Lavender roses! Why, I 
didn’t know there were roses in this color! What are 
their names?” 

What magic or scientific process was employed to produce 
this unique new color break in roses? Many years of research 
and untiring efforts of the hybridizer lie in back of this achieve- 
ment which is nothing short of a miracle to the rose world. 

LAVENDER PINOCCHIO was the first lavender rose ever pro- 
duced. It was originated by Eugene Boerner and introduced by 
Jackson and Perkins Company. This is a floribunda of true 
lavender enriched by a mass of golden yellow stamens in the 
open bloom. The flowers, produced in clusters, go through an 
interesting color transition, opening a pinkish lavender and 
finishing a true silvery lavender. 

Mr. Boerner tells me that Grey Peart from McGredy’s of 
Ireland has been the important parent in developing the first 
lavender roses that he has produced. GREY PEARL is not a true 
lavender but was the first definite color break toward lavender. 
It is a rare combination of delicate and subtle shadings. Ovoid 
buds of tan and olive-gray open into a flower of lavender-gray. 

TWILIGHT is the second lavender rose introduced by Jackson 
and Perkins. It is a cross of GREY PEARL by LAVENDER 
PiNoccHio. This is a hybrid tea and one of the most exquisitely 
beautiful roses in existence. Color is a lovely lavender-lilac with 
a silvery reverse. This two-tone effect of lavender and silver is 
pure enchantment in the garden. [See Pace 86]

Here, M. Moyal, a French writer who writes 
English with a slight French accent, gives the rose-growing 
recommendations of a famous French hybridizer, Francis 
Meilland, creater of a very famous rose, PEACE. 


far from encroaching tree and shrub roots and shade. 
Give your beauties adequate spacing so that they will 
have ample room to spread themselves in the course of 
development. Try to give them a good, rich loam that is 
always well drained. Keep in mind that plants breathe by 
their leaves and roots. To insure a proper supply of oxygen 
the soil must have porosity. Although the soil should have 
moisture-retention capacity, it should never remain soggy— 
for when air spaces between roots stay waterlogged, the 
capillary action that sets plants growing is hampered. 
Meilland likes to prepare the soil for his roses a full 
month before planting, allowing it to settle. He spreads the 
future planting site with a 3-inch layer of manure—horse, 
cow or sheep. (When manure is not easy to obtain, use 
peat moss, compost, or any other humusy material avail- 
able, mixing with it your favorite fertilizer.) 


Peri FOR YOUR ROSES, choose a sunny, airy exposure,

For hybrid teas, floribundas, etc., dig a planting hole to a 
depth of 2 feet and the same distance wide. Then Meilland 
says: Turn your soil “upside-down,” replacing the topsoil 
with the subsoil. Bury the manure or other humus material 
at a depth of 1 foot, beyond direct contact with the roots 
but close enough for them to reach it as they grow. 

Long-lived ramblers, climbers and shrub roses require 
more plant food and soil preparation than bush roses. 
Give them a wider and deeper planting hole, mixing chemi- 
cal plant foods with peat moss if manure is unavailable. 

As soon as your plants arrive, unpack them and plant as 
soon as possible. Cut off only the parts of the roots and 
branches that have been injured in transit. Rose-planting 
time, for dormant bushes that is, extends from fall to 
spring. (Of course, in regions where the ground is frozen 
over winter, no plants can be set out until spring.) 

One caution: Should your plants have been frozen in 
transit, don’t unpack them but place in a cool, dark, draft- 
free place in the basement. Let them thaw slowly and after 
three or four days, open and wrap them in moist burlap. 

If the shrubs seem very dry, condition them by placing 
at an angle in the garden in a 20-inch deep, V-slit trench, 
then filling in with earth. Mound the soil 8 to 10 inches 
over the stems, then water thoroughly every fourth day or 
so for eight days before planting. 

Meilland believes in the practice of soaking each rose 
bush in a pail of water and soil just before planting. To 
combat the inward-growing tendency of the roots induced 
by packing, spread them apart in a natural position. Mr. 
Average Gardener often errs in regard to the depth at 
which the plants should be set. The union of bud and root 
stock should be only 1 inch below the soil level. Pack the 
earth around the roots as the soil is filled into the hole. 
Then water thoroughly and your beauties are well on 
their way. 

Meilland believes in mulching with straw or rotted 
manure only for the summer—to check weeds, conserve 
soil moisture and to keep the soil loose and friable. 

Meilland does advocate mounding newly planted bushes 
with soil after planting, leaving it over their heads for a full 
month to shield them from the drying effects of the sun, 
very harmful to their welfare at this delicate stage. 

As for tree or standard roses, Meilland recommends 
bending them down and mounding with soil in fall. This 
covering should be removed in mid-spring, after heavy 
frost time has passed. In mild winter climates, it should 
suffice to wrap the heads of standards with straw or dry 
moss and burlap or tar paper. Branches may be slightly 
shortened to facilitate the operation. Stems should also be 
protected with straw, which can be held in place with 
netting or tied with twine. 

Every gardener knows that roses need regular spraying. 
Meilland gives a tip which can be applied to all plants, not 
just roses. He says spray or dust in early evening rather 
than in the hottest part of the day. There are many good 
complete rose dusts or sprays now available which control 
insects and such diseases as blackspot. Follow faithfully the 
directions that come with the product. 

Pruning, a necessary part of rose growing, depends 
greatly on the varieties involved and climatic conditions. 
In the South, pruning can be done as early as February 
and—lightly at that. In more Northern areas, pruning is 
delayed until cold weather has wrought its worst. Thus, 
in mid-March, cut back any injured or dead growth to 
healthy wood which is recognized by its ivory-green pith. 
Remember, Meilland cautions, the object [SEE PAGE 96]

Modern roses call for new and better ways of integrating

Landscaping 
with roses may be the answer to the question of what to grow 
in problem areas. Used en masse or as specimens, they can 
bring about changes in classic formal patterns; in modern 
approaches every type of rose can be utilized from tiny mini- 
atures to tall shrub roses and all the floribundas, grandifloras 
and hybrid teas. 

Roses grow well nearly everywhere in America. We see 
more and more houses of traditional design being given a 
fresh look with modern landscape designs, while stark modern 
houses can be softened with properly placed plants and roses.

Moss roses: A nosegay 
from garden history 


by ALICE GREGORY

MINIATURE ROSES have taken the country by storm! True 
miracles of nature, these tiny roses have become big 
business for rose growers. One nursery alone—anticipating 
demands—propagated over two hundred thousand of the 
small bushes. 

Called the jewels of the rose world, the miniatures are 
exquisitely formed replicas of the hybrid tea rose, but on 
an almost incredibly small scale. Long buds no longer than 
a grain of wheat, or round ones smaller than a pea, are 
perfect in every detail. As many as seventy little petals 
may be counted in a double miniature rose.. These blos- 
soms measure only %4 to 1% inches across. The bushes, 
too, are small, measuring from 6 to 12 inches in height, 
depending on the variety, with little leaves, stems and even 
thorns—all in perfect scale. 

Why interest has been focused on such small-scale ob- 
jects, dainty and gemlike in quality, is difficult to decide. 
Perhaps it may be the natural revolt from oyer emphasis 
on the supercolossal that such delight is found in the other 
extreme in size. Another factor might be that modern 
living in more compact quarters demands a reduced scale 
whether it be in hobbies or flowers. Then there is the 
disarming appeal of all things small and delicate. 

Miniature roses, though finely wrought, are rugged and 
bear a generous number of flowers. Furthermore, they are 
hardy and, given care, will last for years. 

The little roses may be grown outdoors in rock gardens 
or as an edge for small pools or walks. [SEE PAGE 87] 


OF ALL ROSE DYNASTIES, that of the moss roses is the 
most endearing. These darlings of the 19th century, with 
their “cosy Victorian” appeal to our sentiments, have mostly 
passed from our gardens, though they still adorn chinaware, 
valentines and floral prints. The graceful, nodding double 
blooms rising out of their charming enclosures of thick 
green or brownish “moss” never fail to attract admirers. In 
the pleasant revival of interest in the shrub and old- 
fashioned roses now current with enthusiasts, the moss 
roses, happily, are also making a comeback. 

Perhaps because mosses are redolent of a simplicity and 
unsophistication very telling in contrast with our modern 
hybrids, it was long believed that they came into western 
gardens in ancient times. We now know that the old pink 
or common moss originated as a mutation of Rosa centi- 
folia (itself probably only 400 years old and thus a child 
among old roses) no earlier than the end of the 17th cen- 
tury. More than 100 years later, however, the Age of 
Victoria took the moss rose to its collective heart, and the 
19th century was its heyday. 

There are two distinct types of these plants: In the first 
group are the centifolia hybrids and mutations, marked 
by soft, thick, fragrant moss. Among these, the “crested 
moss,” though not properly a moss rose at all, is generally 
included. The second group includes the hybrids of the 
autumn or four-seasons damask, with stiff upright growth 
and long, “harsh” mossing. Several of these varieties bloom 
again in the fall. [SEE PaGE 85]

W HAT LOCAL PROJECTS do member 
garden clubs of the Garden Club 
of America carry on? Typical is the 
project undertaken by one member, 
the Garden Club of Irvington-on- 
Hudson, New York.

25-foot Scotty greenhouse on the 
business property of Lord & Burnham, 
greenhouse manufacturers. Also in- 
stalled for their use by Lord & Burn- 
ham were lights, heat, water, benches 
and automatic ventilation. The major 
expenses to the Garden Club were the 
oil for heating, plant material and mis- 
cellaneous supplies. 

The Horticultural Committee was 
allotted $200 by the Club and 
eighteen members put up $10 apiece, 
making a total budget of $380 for a 
period October to June. Following a 


year’s operation, the budget was found 
to be adequate. After paying $10 for 
soil to be put in one bench and the 
soil bin, members decided the price 
was excessive and from then on took 
turns bringing in bushels of soil to 
keep the bin full. A gardener was paid 
to fill three cutting beds, one with 
sand, one with peat and sand, and one 
with vermiculite. 

As the project was started in Octo- 
ber, it was a bit late to start annuals 
from seed for winter bloom. Members 
donated a few stock plants for cuttings, 





Men were particularly interested in 
the automatic controls which regulated 
the roof ventilators and temperature. 


Proper watering was found to be one 
of the most important factors in the 
proper growth and flowering of plants. 


and several dozen seedling snapdragons 
were purchased to give a quick start. 
Next year members plan to start 
seedlings at home in flats during Au- 
gust so as to have plenty of early 
winter bloom. Some long-range crop 
planning is also underway so that 
maximum use of the bench area will 
be achieved with a wide diversity of 
crops. 

Only one club member had had pre- 
vious greenhouse experience which 
proved invaluable. In addition the 
club was fortunate in having the ad- 
vice of Mr. T. H. Everett of the New 
York Botanical Garden and FLOWER 
GROWER MAGAZINE, who made several 
trips to the greenhouse for informal 
talks on topics of current interest. 

A daily record book was kept of 
work done and the condition of the 
plants. Two members watered daily, 
checked all plants and noted indoor 
and outdoor temperature and weather 
conditions. One morning a week all 
members assembled for a 2-to-22- 
hour combined lesson and work period.

A brief history of the 
Garden Club of America 


by ANGELA MOORE PLACE 


FORTY-FIVE YEARS AGO an extraordinary woman, 
beloved by all who knew her, Mrs. J. Willis Martin of 
Philadelphia, conceived the idea of forming an association 
of garden clubs to further “fine gardening.” Mrs. Martin, 
in 1905, was one of the founders of the Garden Club of 
Philadelphia, and from this beginning came her deep in- 
terest in the art of gardening. After some research, 
eleven other garden clubs were discovered and rep- 
resentatives from them were asked to attend a meeting to 
organize a national club on April 30, 1913. Today these 
twelve clubs are known as the Founder Clubs of the Garden 
Club of America, and from them has grown the present 
organization of 160 member clubs and members-at-large. 
The first steps taken by the Garden Club of America were 
largely devoted to organization and an exchange of horti- 
cultural experiences. Also, the BULLETIN, then a little four- 
page leaflet, was published at irregular intervals as a 
liaison between the clubs. From these ‘early days a wide 
range of interests and accomplishments has developed. 
Mrs. Martin, the first president of the Garden Club of 
America, served for seven years, and until her death in 
1931 her wisdom guided the organization. After her death 
the Founders Fund was established in her memory, and 
the income of the Fund is awarded annually to aid the best 
project submitted by the member clubs. This is a coveted 
award and is voted on by the Presidents’ Council at every 
annual meeting. These Founders Fund awards have been 
given for projects covering tremendous scope. The first 
award went towards the publishing of the Badiarus manu- 
script, and the 1956 award was granted to restore the 
grounds of the Abraham Lincoln House in Springfield, 
Illinois. 

By 1926 the young and vigorous organization decided 
to make its first concerted effort, and this resulted in the 
establishment of a fellowship in landscape architecture at 
the American Academy in Rome. Among the distin- 
guished holders of this fellowship are Alden Hopkins, resi- 
dent landscape architect at Colonial Williamsburg, and 
Richard Webel, well known for his lovely gardens. Today 
a new fellowship has come into being, the Garden Club of 
America Interchange Fellowship in Horticulture, which 
provides for a year of graduate work in horticulture or 
landscape gardening. This fellowship was created in 1948 
by the Hillsborough Garden Club of California and was 
administered by them in co-operation with the English 
Speaking Union Gardens Committee from 1948 to 1952.

[FROM PAGE 63] members rather than 
show plants were grown. 

Members felt that there was almost 
no limit to the amount that could be 
grown had they wanted to work more 
than one morning a week. They feel 
that they have proven to their satis- 
faction that a group of ladies can work 
effectively and cooperatively in a small 
greenhouse. 

A few recommendations which the 
club makes after their first year in- 
clude: 

1. Continuous supply of running 
water with a small sink for washing 
pots; also a large tub for soaking pots. 

An increase in temperature from 
50° to 60° on damp winter days when 
group meets to work. Two hours at 
50° can be chilling to the marrow. 

3. No gravel floors, as they are 
hard on feet. Packed soil is preferable 
but is slippery when wet. Flagstones 
also make a good flooring. 
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A rooted holly cutting brings smiles 
of satisfaction to these members. 


4. Room between benches for two 
size 38’s to pass. 

5. A secretary-purchaser who will 
take the roll, arrange for waterers, 
order and secure supplies. 

6. Watering knowledge is most 
vital. A lecture on this subject early in 
the program is helpful. 

7. One cutting area of sand is suf- 
ficient for most things. Vermiculite 
proved no better than sand. 

8. Use one large notebook for the 
entire year in preference to many 
small ones. 

9. Flats can be cheaply made out of 
old champagne boxes cut in half 
lengthwise. 

Garden clubs not fortunate to have 
the loan of a greenhouse should give 
careful consideration to locating a 
greenhouse where it could serve as 


the start of a Garden Club Center | 


for the community. Programs could 
easily be developed for year-round in- 
terest, and with proper planning the 
project could be made partly if not 
wholly self-supporting.®

[From Pace 63] Garden Club of 
America as part of its educational pro- 
gram. One year an English girl comes 
to study in the United States, and the 
following year an American girl goes 
to study in England. The nine zones 
of the Garden Club of America as- 
sume the responsibility for these fel- 
lows in rotation. 

During this same period, the Garden 
Club of America became deeply inter- 
ested in the founding of the National 
Arboretum in Washington, D.C., and 
attended many congressional hearings 
to further this end. When the Act of 
Congress which created the National 
Arboretum was signed on March 4, 
1927, President Coolidge handed his 
pen to Mrs. Noyes, Chairman of the 
National Capitol Committee of the 
Garden Club of America, in recogni- 
tion of her efforts in behalf of the 
Arboretum. Since that time, a mem- 
ber of the Garden Club of America 
has always served on the Advisory 
Council of the National Arboretum. 
After many years of heartbreaking 
struggle and frustration, the National 
Arboretum is beginning to receive the 
care and support it so well merits. In 
1950, the sesquicentennial of the 
founding of our capital city, the Gar- 
den Club of America presented a gift 
to the federal government which has 
made possible a very beautiful planting 
of cryptomerias and camellias. 

As the Garden Club of America 
grew, it covered a much larger area of 
the United States, and the annual 
meetings became more and more dis- 
persed. As a result, a community of 
interest developed in all parts of our 
great country. In 1930 the annual 
meeting took place in the Pacific 
Northwest, and it was decided there 
to raise a fund to purchase a redwood 
grove in California; in 1934 the Gar- 
den Club of America presented 2500 
acres to the State of California. The 
grove is a beautiful one and in subse- 
quent years additional land has been 
acquired. The preservation of the red- 
wood is a major interest of the Garden 
Club of America, and there is an 
active standing committee for the su- 
pervision of the Garden Club of 
America Redwood Grove. The most 
recent project of the Garden Club of 
America is a magnolia planting in the 
Mall at the restoration of Independ- 
ence Hall in Philadelphia. This vast 
restoration is being done by the fed- 
eral government and by the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania, and the Gar- 
den Club of America has been given 
an area in the federal section. 

How does the Garden Club of 
America accomplish all these things? 
Because it is closely knit, and yet flexi- 
ble, in its organization. It is controlled

The gesneriads 


at home—from 


Chile to Tanga

FRICAN VIOLETS, GLOXINIAS, and 
A other gesneriads are familiar 
sights in homes, greenhouses, 
and florists’ shops throughout the 
United States, yet they are nowhere 
native within the region. Most of us 
who admire their beauty and exotic 
nature, who would grow them and 
know them, must resort to armchair- 
travel for a full understanding of their 
nature and requirements. So, before 
considering gesneriads in our own 
homes, let us voyage, for a moment, to 
places with strange names and scenery 
to see them in their homes—to Central 
America, Malaya, Africa, the Balkan 
mountains of Europe. 
Walk with me along a forest trail 
in the valley through which Costa 
Rica’s Sarapiqui River flows, fed by 
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an annual rainfall of more than two 
hundred inches. The waters of the 
river have descended from high on 
the flanks of volcanic peaks. They 
still run swiftly as they tumble from 
the 1500-foot altitude of the little vil- 
lage of San Miguel toward the broader, 
more sluggish reaches of the lowlands. 
It is March and the dry season. The 
morning has been clear with the bril- 
liance of sky that is seldom seen out- 
side the tropics. Now, in the afternoon, 
a penetrating mist, laced with light 
rain, has dulled the glistening greens of 
the forest. Even the dry season seldom 
permits a day without some moisture 
and during the rainy season, relative 
humidity may be over 90 percent. The 
temperature, which rarely exceeds 85° 
F., is dropping. In the cool night the

thermometer occasionally reaches 45°. 

As we approach a little clearing at 
the top of an almost sheer drop to the 
river below, a flash of brilliant scarlet 
and yellow enlivens the dripping mass 
of ferns, mosses, bromeliads, and 
orchids that cling to the rough bole of 
a giant tree. Pack, botanist’s press, 
and gear are dropped for action. Soon, 
a few slender, vinelike stems, bright 
with flowers and clothed with tiny 
overlapping red-velvety green leaves, 
are at hand for a closer inspection. 
Remembering similar plants seen in 
cultivation, we recognize the diminu- 
tive Columnea microphylla. 

This, then, is one of the gesneriads 
at home in the American tropics. Nor 
is it the only one to be found in the 
valley. The orange flame of another 
(Columnea hirta) burns on the side 
of a small tree beside the road up the 
valley. Downriver, the rose-pink flow- 
ers of still a third (Columnea linearis) 
are seen on a limb already etched 
against the sky by the stiff plants of 
an orchid. Where thickets have taken 
over a clearing, the red-hairy in- 
florescences of a terrestrial gesneriad 
(Kohleria spicata) emerge out of the 
tangled undergrowth from stems firmly 
rooted in the ground. Hanging over 
the rush of water in a small stream, 
the branches of a large shrub (Solen- 
ophora calycosa) are tipped with

African-violets, 


orange-scarlet, red-spotted, and yellow- 
lined bells nearly four inches long. 

Asiatic counterparts of our Ameri- 
can gesneriads dweli on the forested 
mountain slopes of the Himalayas, 
Malaya, and many Pacific islands. To 
see some of them at home, let us 
journey to Maxwell’s Hill, a health 
resort above Taiping, administrative 
center of the Larut Valley in Lower 
Perak, Malaya. 

Taiping town is at the innermost 
edge of the coastal plain, about seventy 
feet above the level of the sea. It is 
warm, with an average temperature of 
about 80° F., varying not much more 
that 10° in the shade during the day. 
The rains are seasonal, and heavy only 
during the period of the monsoon. 


Immediately behind the town, the 
Larut Hills rise abruptly from the 
plain. Clinging to their face, a nar- 
row jeep road winds upward to an 
altitude of more than 4500 feet at 
our destination. 

We leave Taiping behind early in 
the morning before the full force of 
the sun strikes. The road begins to 
ascend through a forest of gigantic 
trees, which measure six feet in 
diameter at the base and up to two 
hundred in height. Coarse grasses and 
climbing ferns cover all the open 
banks. Soon the air begins to cool, 
and delicate ferns replace the coarse 
tangle on the rocky roadsides. About 
2000 feet above the sea, species of 
Didymocarpus appear: the creeping 
D. reptans with white and purple 
flowers, and D. crinita with white 
truiapets flaring into light blue lobes 

At noon, we reach Maxwell’s Hill. 
It is situated on spurs of the mountain 
Gunong Hijau, nearly 4500 feet above 
sea level and some 250 feet below the 
summit. The temperature is distinctly 
cooler, the moisture more constant, 
for clouds or rains rolling in from the 
Straits of Malacca, a scant ten miles 
away, envelop the ‘hills every after- 
noon. On logs and rocks exposed to 
the sun by the road-cut, scarlet tubes 
of several species of Aeschynanthus 
glow with the same brilliance that 
enlivens greenhouses on other con- 
tinents. 

Along the trail that leads to the sum- 
mit of Gunong Hijau, moisture shows 
its effect in the deep layer of humus, 
and in the abundance of mosses floor- 
ing the forest of trees scarcely seventy- 
five feet high. In the tree-tops, brilliant 
flowers of epiphytic rhododendrons 
may be glimpsed occasionally. But 
for the gesneriad-lover, the prize of the 
day is not the rhododendron but a 
colony of Loxocarpus  caeruleus. 
Single stalks, tipped with clusters of 
wheel-shaped, sky-blue flowers, stand 
a foot high from rosettes of heart- 
shaped, silky-silvery leaves. Luxuriant 
in their trailside opening just below 
the summit, these plants are an un- 
forgettable sight, but until we find a 
suitable way of growing them in the 
United States they must be seen in 
Malaya. 

If we take passage for East Africa, 
home of the African violets, we may 
find plants, however, that do grow 
readily in the United States. Mrs 
P. E. Barker, who lives there in the 
seaport of Tanga, has described their 
haunts in the African Violet Magazine 
for June and December, 1954. 

Five degrees south of the Equator, 
about a hundred miles from the coast, 
the Usambara Mountains extend nearly 
eighty miles in length and rise to 
heights of 9000 feet. On their lower 
slopes, from 1000 to 3500 and even 
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6500 feet above sea level, several 
species of Saintpaulia grow in scattered 
places near the rivers, and in the 
luxuriant forests that reach up from 
the tropics into the semitropical zone. 

Saintpaulia ionantha, most famous 
of all, prefers the warmth of the coast 
eastward from ihe mountains, where 
the cooler dry season from June to 
September divides the year. The sun- 
shine is continuous during the days 
of the dry season, and in the rainy 
season is interrupted only by the 
drenching afternoon storms. In the 
latter period, heat and moisture com- 
bine to produce temperatures up to 
90° and a relative humidity up to 98 
percent. Not five miles from Tanga, 


the Sigi Caves are cut deep into the 
curious rock formations flanking the 
Mkulumuzi River, which flows through 
a hot valley about fifty feet above sea 
level. Here and there, in crevices of 
shaded rock-faces, occasional plants of 
S. ionantha grow. 

Streptocarpus saxorum, another 
rock-dweller, frequents this part of 
Africa. Unlike shade-loving Saint- 
paulia ionantha, it finds its home in 
crevices of exposed rock-faces in the 
Usambara Mountains, and in the more 
southerly Uluguru Mountains, where 
the sun strikes it for nearly half the 
day. Here the humidity is high, the 
rainfall about seventy inches a year, 
and temperatures range from 55° to 
85°. 

While Streptocarpus saxorum grows 
in the heat of Saintpaulia country, 
most of its more familiar relatives 
come from the narrow, wooded gorges 
called kloofs on the eastern slopes of 
the Drakensberg, the great escarpment 
area that runs 500 miles from Cape 
Province northward into the Transvaal 
of Africa. On the cool, moist, and 
shaded slopes of these gorges, from 
1000 to 4000 feet above the sea, the 
rocks and crevices and long hours of 
diffused light are suitable for Strepto- 
carpus. The lower rainfall, scarcely 
half that of the Usambara Mountains, 
is compensated by morning dews and 
mists, and though the temperature 
does drop from a daily value of 65° 
to 75° in summer to a winter low of 
45°, frosts do not touch the kloofs. 

Gesneriads and snow would seem an 
unlikely association after our talk of 
the tropics. Yet Jankaea Heldreichii 
spends its winters under a blanket of 
snow high on the slopes of Greece’s 
Mount Olympus at about 40° north 
latitude. The compact silvery rosettes 
of this rare and lovely alpine plant 
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occur at altitudes of more than 4000 
feet in the precipitous gorge where the 
monastery of St. Dionysius is located. 
There, in crevices of sheer limestone 
cliffs, they are usually protected by 
overhanging rocks. At even higher 
elevations, up to 7000 feet, the scorch- 
ing summer sun dries the rocks on 
which Jankaea grows, but the fre- 
quent thunderstorms and clouds of 
mist give it sufficient moisture to 
thrive. Clumps of up to 100 rosettes 
dotted with short stalks each bearing 
two or three beautiful lavender-blue 
bells, may be seen in favored places. 
Such extremes are characteristic of 
this and other locations in the Balkans 
and the Pyrenees, where Jankaea and 
its cousins Ramonda and Haberlea 
grow. 

We have explored only a few of the 
places where gesneriads grow. If we 
take count, we will find that they oc- 
cur on every major land mass in the 
belt of tropical and _ subtropical 
climates that encircles the globe, and 
here and there extend into temperate 
zones of Europe, Asia, Chile, and New 
Zealand. As a rule, they are found in 
mountainous regions where moisture 
is abundant during part or all of the 
year. They like warmth, but do not 
always object to cool nights. Most 
often they like to perch on limbs or 
trunks of trees in the manner of brome- 
liads or orchids, or to send their roots 
into crevices of rock-faces or cliffs. 
Occasionally they endure the bright 
sun, but ordinarily they prefer the dif- 
fused light that filters through the 
forest canopy. Appreciating gesneriads 
in their natural setting, we can under- 
stand more clearly some of their re- 
quirements.®

The Home 
Greenhouse 
by VICTOR GREIFF 


HE NORTHFRN GREENHOUSE now 
has its most attractive time; it is 
particularly refreshing as there is little 
or no hint of spring outside. Freesia, 





miniature gladiolus, anemone, ranun- 
| culus, cyclamen and delicate primula 
| contrast with the giant amaryllis which 
| range in color from deep red to pure 
| white and seem to flower when they 
| please, usually too early for the spring 
| flower shows although many gardeners 
| manage to time them for later bloom. 
In the cool greenhouse (45°-50°) 
| Southern springtime is imitated with 
bloom from the choice tender azaleas, 
the many forms of feathery, yellow, 
fragrant acacias, colorful camellias, 
delicate fairy primroses and early 
spring bulbs. Large public greenhouses 
have particularly lavish displays of 
these flowering plants, and we should 
resolve to have a little bit of this fairy- 
land for ourselves. 

Many seeds can be sown now. For 
bloom in a few months sow balsam, 
begonia, celosia, blue salvia and most 
common annuals; for bloom next fall 
or winter sow primula, cyclamen, cal- 
ceolaria, streptocarpus, and gloxinia, 
some of which require six to eighteen 
months to reach maturity. 

There is a bond of fellowship 
between all gardeners, but with green- 
house gardeners this becomes a spec- 
tacular phenomenon. Distance and 
climate are no longer barriers to under- 
standing and discussion. A lady in the 
Deep South, reading about my hedych- 
iums, questioned me about several re- 
lated plants in the zingiberaceae family 
and sent me roots to grow and iden- 
tify. In her warm locale the plants 
were grown outdoors, but I will try to 
match her climate in my greenhouse 
and in a year or so they may flower 
for me. 

In Jamaica, I learned the culture of 
achimenes and episcia, as well as that 
of many other tropical plants. The 
greenhouses at the Botanical Garden 
there give zest to travel which in turn 
enriches the home greenhouse pro- 
gram. 

Plan to build a cold frame soon (or 
make new sash for your old one) with 
light sash, covered with two layers of

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sash has to be lifted a great many times 
and lightness is a welcome asset. 

A wise and seasoned gardener says 
that the workroom and potting bench 
are as important as the greenhouse. 
They really are a great aid to the cor- 
rect potting and servicing of house 
plants. It’s amazing how many items 
one needs to have readily at hand for 
efficient operation. Soil, sand and peat 
moss for potting mixtures; a tub for 
soaking pots; fertilizers, insecticide 
sprayer, pots and crock head the list 
of things that count. 

Greenhouse builders argue that it is 
cheaper to house these functions under 
glass than to build a special room, but 
some owners manage to contrive a 
workroom in the house or garage so as 
not to lose any precious glass space. 

The lovely J/soloma hirsutum of 
warm auburn coloration which I de- 
scribed last month should be desig- 
nated not as isoloma, or as tydaea, an 
older name, but as Kohleria hirsutum, 
I am told by a taxonomist friend. In 
fact the whole gesneriaceae family has 
recently been carefully studied by Dr. 
Harold Moore and many names for- 
merly used have been found to be 
incorrect. All admirers of this plant 
family, which includes the popular 
gloxinia and African-violet, will be in- 
terested in Dr. Moore’s new book en- 
titled African Violets, Gloxinias and 
Their Relatives, published by the Mac- 
millan Co. Included in the book is in- 
formation on where gesneria come 
from, how they grow in the wild and 
under cultivation, propagation, pests 
and diseases, and hybrids and hy- 
bridization. The book is profusely il- 
lustrated in color and with botanically 
accurate line drawings.®

GUIDE TO ROSES 


Roses in Florida 


by JOHN L. RUSSELL, JR. 


66] °M FROM THE NORTH,” she said, 

“and I haven't seen a good-look- 
ing rose since I’ve been in Florida.” 
She was a gardener and a rose-lover; 
like all enthusiastic gardening special- 
ists she had a tendency toward exag- 
geration, for fine roses are grown in 
Florida. Yet it is certainly true that 
one must look far and wide to find 
consistently good roses. 

Why this dearth of healthy, beauti- 
ful roses? The major cause is to be 
found, I think, in the attitude of the 
gardeners of Florida. In the North 
roses are given meticulous care by 
gardeners who have waited all winter 
long to see their roses bloom in the 
spring. In Florida, however, roses 
bloom every month of the year; in the 
midst of this plethora of bloom, 
Florida’s gardeners grow careless, for- 
getting that roses, like an only child, 
require constant attention. Given 
proper care, the roses of Florida will 
be not only as good as, but in many 
instances better than, the roses of the 
North. 

I know this is true for I have grown 
wonderful roses here in Florida. The 
plants are strong and vigorous with 
sturdy leaves and huge fragrant flowers 
which gush out in fountains of rich 
bloom week after week all year round. 

Here’s how I grow these glorious 
roses. 

Planting time for roses in Florida 
is during January and February (in 
Louisiana and Georgia plant in Janu- 
ary; in South Carolina, in February). 

Purchase a plant with a good under- 
stock. Do not delay planting, for even 
a short exposure to wind or sun will 
damage the delicate roots. If delay is 
unavoidable, the roots should be 
puddled (dipped in a thick mixture of 
clay and water to check loss of mois- 
ture). Never permit the roots to dry 
out. 

Dig a hole 22 inches deep and add 
enough good garden soil so that the 
bud union (the swollen part of the 
stem at the junction of stems and 
roots) will be at ground level when the 
plant is placed in the hole. Add more 
good soil around the roots; pack and 
water thoroughly to eliminate any air 
pockets. Then fill back soil to ground 
level, firm and water again. 

It is extremely important that the 
original soil be replaced, for most or- 
dinary garden soils in Florida are rela- 
tively poor.

to prevent drying out. It is a good 
practice to keep a small mound of soil 
around the base of your rose bush at 
all times during the first few months 
after planting. 

When your bush develops new 
growth in the spring, give a liberal top 
dressing of cow manure. Cut away the 
suckers which sprout up from below 
the bud union; don’t cut out the red- 
dish colored canes that develop above 
the bud union, as these are good wood. 

When flower buds show, pinch off 
the outer ones (catch the bud between 
your thumb and forefinger and pull 
out and down, snapping the bud off 
cleanly). The center bud will produce 
blooms of maximum beauty. 

If your rose plant produces inferior 
flowers during the hot summer months, 
pinch off all the buds for six weeks in 
midsummer. Don’t permit a single 
flower to show. By continuing to pinch 
off all the buds until October, you will 
guarantee a magnificent display during 
the winter months. 

The old Northern saw—when in 
doubt, prune hard—does not apply to 
roses in Florida. However, you must 
keep the center of the bush open to 
light and air. Cut out the twigs and 
most of the old damaged wood (the 
newer canes are light colored). Leave 
enough old wood, however, to retain 
the shape of the bush. January, Feb- 
ruary and March are the months for 
pruning roses in Florida; do not prune 
during the summer months. 

Roses in Florida, like roses else- 
where, must be sprayed and dusted. It 
is best to consult a good rose book or 
a local expert before spraying or dust- 
ing, for the time of year and the insect 
or disease determine the spray or dust 
to be used and the method of apply- 
ing it. 

Summer is the difficult time for roses 
in Florida. Give your rose bushes a 


little shade by putting some sort of | 


temporary shade boxes over them. 
During July and August three or four 
hours of shade in the middle of the day 
are highly beneficial. A 2-inch mulch 
of peat moss or pine needles is also 
helpful in summer. 

Even with a mulch, don’t spare the 
water or you will spoil the roses. 
Water your roses in the early morning. 
Avoid splattering the foliage, buds and 
flowers; just soak the ground around 
each bush. 

Early morning and late afternoon 
are the best times for cutting roses. 
Don’t shear. off all the blooms on new 
plants; give them a chance to develop 
into robust bushes. Leave at least 2 
inches of stem and always try to cut 
about 42 inch above the nearest leaf. 

If you follow these planting and 
maintenance instructions, you should 
be able to grow healthy, beautiful 
roses in Florida.®

and nutrient holding capacity; humus 
opens up a clay soil to provide better 
drainage and aeration. Humus also 
acts as an excellent buffer in the soil— 
it has the ability to offset excesses or 
an improper balance of certain fer- 
tilizer elements which might be present 
from improper application of inorganic 
fertilizer. Bacterial activity in the soil 
is increased with additions of humus. 
Without this decomposing action many 
fertilizer elements would not be broken 
down into forms available to plants. 

Organic fertilizers become available 
to the plant more slowly than in- 
organic fertilizers and there is little 
danger of an overdose. The beneficial 
effects are spread over a long period, 
whereas inorganic fertilizers are often 
more quickly available but not as long 
lasting. Hence, when a quick response 
is needed the inorganics should be 
used. 

Many organic fertilizers are lacking 
in one or more elements important to 
plant growth. As an example, dried 
blood and cottonseed meal contain 
only nitrogen; they have no potash or 
phosphorous—essentials for balanced 
growth. It is therefore good practice

to use inorganic fertilizers to supply 
the missing elements. 

When buying fertilizer for roses it 
is convenient to select one formulated 
especially for roses and containing 
both organic and inorganic materials. 
Rely upon this combination for routine 
feeding several times during the grow- 
ing season. 

In addition to regular feedings with 
a combination fertilizer, organic ma- 
terial can be added to the soil in two 
ways; first, when preparing a new rose 
bed and, second, as a mulch on the 
soil surface. 

When preparing a new rose bed take 
advantage of the only opportunity you 
will have to thoroughly incorporate 
organic matter with the soil. A 6- to 
8-inch layer of manure, peat moss, 
leaf mold or other material should be 
worked in with the soil to a depth of 
18 inches. 

On established rose beds, mulches 
of organic material applied in spring 
and fall are beneficial. Well-rotted 
manures, leaf mold, compost and 
buckwheat hulls are prime favorites 
for this purpose. Peat moss is used 
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occasionally for a mulch, but from ex- 
perience I find that a crust forms on it 
and water runs off instead of being 
absorbed. It also blows away when 
very dry so my contention is that peat 
moss belongs beneath the surface, not 
on the surface. Another mulch that is 
coming into use in some areas where it 
is available is shredded tree bark. Un- 
like peat moss, it will not blow away, 
will not crust and doesn’t pack ex- 
cessively. 

With the exception of the dehy- 
drated manures, which are shipped in 
bags, animal manures are hard to pro- 
cure in some communities. But almost 
any gardener can have a compost pile 
which will supply excellent organic 
material. 

Compost can be made in a bin made 
of boards or chicken wire or in a heap 
on the ground. It can be hidden in a 
corner of the garden by a few shrubs 
or a trellis with a climbing rose. I 
have never been too much in favor of 
making compost in a large hole in the 
ground, for it should have some drain-

age especially during the winter 
months. The average size of a com- 
post heap measures 6 feet wide, 3 feet 
high and 10 feet long. By using a bin 
it can consume an even smaller space. 

I start a new compost pile each 
November with leaves raked from the 
lawn. Everything that will decay is 


| thrown on the pile—carrot and beet 


tops, cabbage leaves, corn husks, ashes 
from the burning of brush. In addi- 
tion, I bury all the garbage in it during 
the winter months. Occasionally I 
throw a little soil on top to aid in de- 


composition, and I stir the entire pile | ‘ 


with a potato fork several times during 
the year. Rotting continues for a whole 


year. The following fall I start using it 
in planting roses. Any material left 
over is used for mulching. I have two 
compost piles—one is ready for use 
and the other is in the making. This 
humus is not rich in nitrogen, probably 
containing less than 1%. This I supply 
from a prepared rose fertilizer which 
usually contains nitrogen in an organic 
form such as dried blood or inorganic 
form such as nitrate of soda. 
Decomposition can be hastened by 
using activating materials sold for this 
purpose. I have also learned that the 
more garbage there is planted among 
the leaves the quicker the breakdown, 
for garbage rots rapidly and hastens 
the rotting of the leaves around it. De- 
composition is further hastened by 
frequent aeration. Often when digging 
into the pile one finds considerable 
heat present. This is a sign that the 
bacteria are working. Frequent turning 
of the pile spreads the bacteria 
throughout the pile and increases their 


effectiveness in breaking down the 


plant materials. 

Some gardeners add lime to the 
compost to neutralize acidity but since 
I use my compost only for the roses I 
don’t feel this is necessary as roses 
prefer slightly acid soil.® 


Harold Allen has been growing roses 
for about sixteen years and now has 
over 400 bushes.

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Moss Roses 


[FROM PaGe 52] Moss roses require a 
little more attention than their an- 
cestral types. Because their mossy ex- 
crescences are sticky, they can be 
happy hunting grounds for aphids un- 
less occasionally dusted; some varieties 
may also need mildew control. Never- 
theless, being sturdy shrubs, they will 
thrive even without such special care. 
Their chief cultural peculiarity is in 
the matter of pruning, best stated in 
one word: Don’t. Cut them when they 
are in bloom to encourage bushiness; 
thin out old canes every few years, if 
necessary; but any cutting after Sep- 
tember will often mean no flowers next 
year. The exceptions to this rule are 
the two or three “everblooming” kinds 
which may be pruned in December, 
somewhat like hybrid teas. 

A remarkable number of these old 
favorites still flourishes. A recent Eng- 
lish book on shrub roses lists forty va- 
rieties, at least twenty of which are 
available from American growers.

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cult. After some eight weeks my 
plants flowered and continued to bloom 
until time to set them outdoors. Mini- 
atures are now grown like indoor or- 
chids. A bright location where they 
will have at least three hours of sun- 
light a day is necessary for success. 
The pots are set on pebbles in a tray 
with the water level kept constantly 
just below their bases. This will supply 
the humidity needed. Plants are 
watered as usual from the top. Ample 
water should be given, but the soil 
should not become soggy. Roses are 
fertilized during the growing season 
but not at planting. 

Another fascinating use of miniature 
roses is as cut flowers for true minia- 
ture arrangements.

After growing my first miniature 
roses, I became eager to learn some- 
thing of their origin. While many of 
our flowers are as old as history itself, 
the true miniature rose is “something 
new under the sun.” No mention can 
be found of it in any of the old rose 
books or rose catalogs. The reason has 
come to light recently. 

The story of the little roses dates to 
the days of sailing ships when sea cap- 
tains set out from England on long and 
lonely journeys to distant lands. Very 
often they carried plants—perhaps to 
relieve the monotony of months at sea, 
or perhaps simply because they en- 
joyed them. 

Early in the 19th century there is 
mention of miniature roses in England. 
It is thought that those plants were a 
form of Rosa chinensis minima found 
in the Far East and that, along with 
cargoes of silks and spices, they were

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carried home from China or Japan by 
the captain of an English clipper. The 
dwarfed rose was known in England as 
Rosa pusilla, and also “Fairy Rose.” 
It was later renamed Rosa Lawranceana 
in honor of Miss Mary Lawrance, 
charming and popular artist famous 
for rose paintings, and frequent ex- 
hibitor at the Royal Academy. In the 
Botanical Magazine of 1815, where the 
first drawings of this rose appeared, it 
was called Rosa semper-florens min- 
ima, Miss Lawrance’s Rose. Two 
additional Lawranceana varieties were 
also mentioned: one credited to Re- 
douté in 1821, and the other, R. Law- 
ranceana alba, to Mauget in 1827. 
Then for some unknown reason the 


' little roses disappeared. 


Nearly a century later a miniature 
rose was found again; this one was 
growing on the window sill of a Swiss 
cottage high in the Alps. There are 
several versions of this story. One 
account has it that only one plant was 
found, and that one had been in the 
same family for over 150 years. An- 
other more dramatic version claims 
that before the plant could be propa- 
gated both the cottage and the rose 
were destroyed by a landslide or a fire. 
However, another plant had been 
found in another cottage in Switzer- 
land. Both stories agree that the rose 
was finally propagated by Henri Cor- 
revon, Swiss nurseryman and rock 
plant expert, and was named ROULETTI 
in honor of his friend Colonel Roulett, 
who is credited with the discovery. 
This find may have been one of the 
Lawranceana varieties whose name 
was not known or had been forgotten 
by the Swiss mountaineers who had 
been growing it—perhaps for genera- 
tions. A sport of ROULETTI, called 
OaKINGTON RUBY, was brought out in 
1933 by C. R. Bloom of Oakington, 
Cambridge, England. The first true 
miniature rose to be introduced as a 
new variety from seed was Tom 
THUMB, a self-seedling of ROULETTI. 

In this country, miniatures were in- 
troduced through the interest of a 
prominent rosarian and nurseryman, 
Robert Pyle, late president of The 
Conard Pyle Company. While travel- 
ing in Europe in 1933, Mr. Pyle saw 
hybrid seedlings of ROULETTI growing 
in the nursery of Jan deVink of Bos- 
koop, Holland; the following year the 
first red miniature rose, Tom THUMB, 
was imported and introduced. Other 
introductions followed. Prxre and 
MipceT, both seedlings of ELLEN 
PoULSEN X TOM THUMB, were de- 
veloped by the Holland breeder. Since 
that time a number of fairy roses with 
fairy-tale names have been introduced. 

SWEET Fairy is one of which I am 
especially fond for its generous bloom, 
deep pink buds and apple-blossom pink

[FROM PaGE 37] the changes you can 
make on successive days. 

Almost any time this month you can 
cheer yourself by feeding the birds. 
Remember how those sparrows ate the 
Japanese beetles from the roses last 
July? Reward them now when ice and 
snow have covered over their usual 
sources of food. Hang out some fresh 
suet, or make strings of dried berries, 
raisins or popcorn. They will also en- 
joy those bells of seed sold everywhere 


for parakeets. Fasten a bird feeder - 


outside a sheltered window. You'll be 
surprised by the lift it gives you every 
time a hungry visitor alights. 

Here at our house we look forward 
to the middle of February as the time 
to take at least one of our daughters 
exploring in the Pennsylvania woods. 
There is little likelihood of poison-ivy 
and snakes or ticks to spoil the pleasure 
of a good tramp through the hills. If 
we can find the shoots of skunk- 
cabbage, we know winter has not too 
long to go, and we can turn home for 
hot chocolate with thoughts of spring 
in our heads. 

As a little girl I spent most of the 
last part of February searching the 





southern slopes of our New York hills 
for hepaticas. Eventually I would find 
the first plant to show downy new 
shoots within the leathery cluster of 
old leaves. Very few people ever re- 
ported ahead of me the first lovely 
bloom of this herald of spring. 

February is a good time to start 
forcing branches of forsythia, peach 
and pussy willow. You may have 
window sills full of colorful house 
plants; still there is a special thrill 
about the first bloom from a spring- 
flowering shrub.

Since so many water-lilies have yel- 
low centers, it hardly seems necessary 
to mention a pure yellow variety. 
However, I could not do without YEL- 
Low PicmMy’s tiny golden blossoms 
(smaller than a 25 cent piece) and 
mottled chocolate pads (about as big 
as a 50 cent piece). I grow YELLOW 
PicMy in a waste basket sunk in the 
ground in a sheltered sunny spot. Its 
cousin PINK PiGMy may also be grown 
in such a diminutive pool. 

Plant your water-lilies in pots 9 
inches or more in diameter. Seal the 
hole and scatter a level teaspoonful of 
a complete plant food (5-10-5) evenly 
over the bottom of the pot. Add 4 
inches of heavy lake mud or rich, 
clayey garden loam. Plant your lily 
bulb so that it sticks up 1 inch above 
the layer of soil. Then cover the bulb 
with 1 inch of clean sand, so that the 
roots and soil will not be washed away. 

The pigmy water-lilies should be 
covered by about 5 inches of water; 
the larger varieties by 10 to 12 inches. 
It may be necessary to place the pots 
on bricks or cinder blocks to achieve 
the correct depth of water. 

To keep the water crystal clean in 
your lily pool, drop in several fresh- 
water clams and six or eight snails. In 
the larger pools you will also need a

few goldfish to control the mosquitos. 
If you do put goldfish in your pool, 
you must add an oxygenating plant, 
such as anacharis or cabomba (fish- 
grass). Oxygenating plants create the 
perfect balance between fish and plant 
life by absorbing the carbon dioxide, 
which the fish give off, and liberating 
oxygen, which the fish must have to 
live. They help keep the water clean 
and pure and act as protection for the 
baby fish, which would otherwise be 
eaten by their parents. 

Plant your oxygenating plants in 
5-inch clay pots in rich fertilized mud 
topped with a layer of sand. Place the 
pots on the bottom of the pool between 
the water-lilies. 

Winter care of hardy water-lilies is 
simple: remove the plants from the

pool in October and slip them pot and 
all into plastic bags. Tie the bags shut 
and store in a dark, cool part of your 
basement until May. Winter protection 
of the pool and plants may also be ac- 
complished by packing enough leaves 
or marsh hay around and over the 
plants to prevent actual freezing of the 
roots. The pool must, of course, be 
drained for the winter. 

Tropical water-lilies, such as Dau- 
BEN, should be wintered in an aquar- 
ium near a warm, sunny window. Do 
not transplant them outdoors until 
June. 

Never disturb the plants unneces- 
sarily in summer. Pick off the old yel- 
lowed leaves and the spent flowers to 
encourage further bloom. Maintain a 
constant water level with your hose. 

Neither drought nor deluge can 
seriously affect the lily pool. No weed- 
ing is required. A lily pool in a tub 
is an unusual garden and a restful one, 
both in the tranquil thoughts it brings 
to mind and in the simple maintenance 
it requires.® 


James Weber writes: “I was born on a 
dairy farm beside Lake Emily here in 
Randolph, Wisconsin. Native white 
and yellow water-lilies grew luxuriantly 
beside the lake shore path I traveled 
each day to and from the one-room 
schoolhouse. Later fish destroyed the 
vast beds, but I never quite forgot those 
water-lilies. Then one wintry day in 
1955 the February issue of FLOWER 
GROWER arrived and an article entitled 
“Water-lilies For Everyone” rekindled 
my interest in water gardens.” 


A polyethylene pool 


by RICHARD DOWNES 


I MADE A SIMPLE GARDEN POOL 
from a sheet of polyethylene plastic. 
In my back yard I dug a hole, an irreg- 
ular semicircle sloping to a maximum 
depth of 2 feet in the center. After 
heaping a small bank of earth (stones 
or scrap lumber may also be used) 
around it, I lined the hole with a 9-by- 
12-foot sheet of seamless polyethylene. 
Then I drew the edges of the plastic 
over the bank of earth surrounding the 
pool, tucked them under it and heaped 
soil on them. A planting of annual 
sweet alyssum borders the pool; a 
young willow gives it shade. 

The slight overflow from heavy rains 
runs off into the surrounding soil. 
Each fall I drain the pool by siphoning 
off the water. When necessary, a new 
plastic lining is easily installed. 

All in all, not counting labor, the 
pool cost about $2.30, a fair price for 
all the enjoyment it has given.®

[FROM PaGE 45] matoes to supply our 
munching bowl. 

WabeE has always been my stand-by 
for snapbeans, but after last summer’s 
trial of the new All-America, GREEN- 
crop, I have shifted my allegiance. 
We like snapbeans in their infancy, 
slim as straws, cooked whole and 
served with a dribble of butter and 
lemon juice. Both WapE and GREEN- 
CROP are superb in this stage of im- 
maturity. If, however, a rainy spell 
keeps us out of the bean patch, and the 
beans reach or pass maturity before 
we can safely pick them, GREENCROP 
has a decided edge over WADE. WADE 
tends to toughen when the seeds form; 
I have picked GREENCROP beans 10 
inches long, and found them still 
tender and tempting to the palate. 

I have tried other All-America se- 
lections—the cucumber SMOOTHIE, 
and the radish CHAMPION. CHAMPION 
to my mind does not compare with the 
familiar CHERRY BELLE radish, but 
SMOOTHIE rates as high as the BURPEE 
Hysrip cucumbers I have depended 
upon for years. Both kinds of cucum- 
bers have unobtrusive seeds, and when 
cut young (6 inches long at most) 
are refreshingly crisp and delicately 
flavored. 

WANDo is my choice for peas, NAN- 
TES HALF Lonc or Gop Pak for car- 
rots. For beets I like DETRoiIT Dark 


Rep or Crossy’s EGYPTIAN, and for 
leeks, LONDON FLAG. Because we plant 
onions to eat and not to store, I buy a 
pound of the more perishable white 
onion sets, and keep planting them 
until they start sprouting in the bag. 
We pull them small, when they are still 
mild enough for creaming and fill in 
the rows with new bulblets. 

I’ve had to take what I can get in 
eggplant, peppers and broccoli. I don’t 
attempt to grow these from seed; I buy 
seedling plants. ITALIAN GREEN 
SPROUTING is standard for broccoli and 
BLACK Beauty for eggplant. I do grow 
squash from seed. This year it was a 
new All-America zucchini, BLACK 
Beauty, and I have also had success 
with MAMMOTH WHITE Busi, a patty- 
pan or scallop squash. 

The lettuce planting is perhaps the 
most fun to play with; I stick to one 
row of a dependable leaf lettuce and 
leave leeway for trying other varieties. 
MATCHLESs would be my choice for

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the basic lettuce if I could have only 
one kind: it has much of the buttery 
quality of Biss, it lasts well in the heat 
of summer, and by cutting leaves at 
the base of the crown rather than pull- 
ing the whole head, a small planting 
can be stretched. I have tried many 
kinds in addition to the favorite 
MATCHLESS, but my lettuce habits are 
now settled. Biss has proved itself in- 
dispensable. GREAT LAKEs tries its 
best to head, and I use this glossy, 
brittle lettuce for Caesar salad instead 
of Romaine, which has too often 
failed me. SALAD BowL, even if it were 
not such a superb leaf lettuce, I would 
grow just to look at, so charming is its 
frilly rosette, which spreads opulently 
almost 2 feet across. SALAD BOwL is 
almost too easily bruised, and I have 
now added Oak LEar, similarly tender 
but sturdier of leaf. Oak Lear also 
has the advantage of color; its ruddy, 
leaf-edge tinge adds glamour to the 
bowl of tossed salad greens. 

There are many variations which 
can be played upon the theme of gar- 
dening for good eating. Some would 
prefer to put half the garden into 
sweet corn, and this I am tempted to 
do one year. Each year when I make 
my garden plan I say, this is my 
vegetable garden, and every year it 
must be different. That’s the fun of 
back-yard gardening.® 


“Health Unto Your Roses”’ 


[FRoM Pace 48] of pruning is to re- 
move old wood, the only vegetation 
that the plant cannot feed properly, 
and to encourage the growth of new 
wood from the base. 

Meilland recommends that the ma- 
jority of hybrid teas, polyantha and 
floribunda roses, and standard or tree 
roses be pruned to from four to six 
buds. The last cut should be made just 
above an outward-pointing bud so that 
the center of the bush will be kept 
open and free. When pruning shrub 
roses, cut back branches to about a 
third their length. Also remove tangled 
growth from the center and branches 
that chafe against each other. 

Small-flowered miniature types 
should be lightly tampered with, re- 
moving only old wood and shortening 
slightly the tips of new growth. Newly 
planted ramblers and climbers do not 
bloom usually the first year, so it is 
advisable to wait until they have flow- 
ered, then to cut back all dead wood 
and the canes that have flowered, 
pruning laterals and sub-laterals to 
about six buds. 

Use good, sharp pruning shears so 
that the cuts will be clean and sharp, 
never ragged. Meilland likes to paint 
the cuts with tar to prevent sap loss.®

flowers. Its flowers last well and are 
sweetly fragrant. 

Rep Imp is unfading, a deep, rich 
crimson with perfectly formed double 
flowers with as many as sixty tiny 
petals. Baspy Gop Star, discovered 
by Mr. Pyle in the nursery of Pedro 
Dot of Barcelona, Spain, while per- 
haps not so rugged as others, has 
slightly larger flowers of rich golden 
yellow. It is the only true yellow mini- 
ature and one of the most popular. 
BopeepP, arbutus pink, beflounced and 
frilled, caused much excitement when 
introduced in 1950. The name was 
selected from over seven thousand 
submitted by flower show visitors. 
Mincet, while perfect in every detail, 
has buds no larger than a grain of 
wheat and flowers only % inch across. 
Bright pink buds open into deep rose 
blooms. ROULETTI is bright pink, vig- 
orous and long lasting. CINDERELLA 
is white with velvety finish and at 
times a faint pink flush.

Among other good varieties are the 
new DwaRFKING, deep red; TWINKLES, 
white with slight fragrance; BABY Mas- 
QUERADE, cerise, yellow and red, simi- 
lar in coloring and appearance— 
except for size—to the floribunda rose 
MASQUERADE. 

Here are some of the requirements 
necessary for success in growing minia- 
ture roses outdoors: Select a well- 
drained site that will have several hours 
of sunlight each day and some pro- 
tection from wind and weather. Pro- 
vide good rich loamy soil with ample 
humus. Use no manure or fertilizer 
near the roots for fear of burning. 
Prepare the soil thoroughly to make it 
fine before planting; fill it in around 
the roots and tamp firmly. Water gen- 
erously at planting and during any dry 
weather. Cultivation should be light 
and frequent to destroy all weeds. 

These roses are pruned within an 
inch of the ground in spring. Cut them 
again to the same height before bring- 
ing them into the house to flower. 
Those left in the ground should be 
mounded over with soil for winter. 
Outdoor miniatures are fertilized and 
sprayed the same as larger roses.®

Growing Gladiolus 


[FROM Pace 41] will soon germinate. 

About the time that weeds begin 

‘ to appear, as the pre-emergence weed 
killer wears off through repeated rains, 
_I cultivate and hill my rows. The 
plants are a foot or more tall then and, 
if a mulch is applied, further cultiva- 
tion is unnecessary. Straw, marsh hay, 
spent mushroom manure, sawdust or 
shavings are all good mulches. I use 
marsh hay, both because it is easily 
available and because it is clean and 
-harbors no seeds that may sprout. Be- 
sides eliminating the further chore 
of cultivation, the mulch, by con- 
serving moisture and keeping heavy 
soils from baking after rains, will add 
6 to 12 inches of height to the’ spikes. 

Too much fertilizer will do more 
harm than good. I use bonemeal at 
planting time but many successful 
growers prefer superphosphate. Dur- 
ing the growing period a side dressing 
of a balanced fertilizer (5-10-10) or a 
foliar feeding can be used. 

Plenty of water is essential especially 
during the spiking period. An ample 
supply of water does more than exces- 
sive fertilizer to produce tall spikes. If 
your drainage is good, it is hard to 
overwater gladiolus when they begin to 
spike up. 

Thrips, the most annoying pest of 
gladiolus, can be easily avoided by a 
regular spraying or dusting program 
(every ten days) begun as soon as the 
plants are 6 to 8 inches high. I prefer 
spraying to dusting because the spray 
does not leave an unsightly residue on 





flower or foliage. Go after thrips be- | 


fore you see them because by, that | 


time the damage is usually done. 
Flower spikes emerge when the 


plant has five to seven leaves;* about | 


ten days later they will be in bloom. 
The flower spike should be cut in early 
morning when from two to six florets 
are open. Use a very sharp knife. At 
least four good leaves should remain 
on the plant if a good corm is to be 
produced. 

After flowering, spraying may be 
discontinued, although some watering 
may be necessary in extremely dry 
weather to develop the corm. Corms 
are ready for digging from four fo six 
weeks after blooming. Using a spading 
fork, I lift the plants from the soil. 
The tops are immediately cut off close 
‘to the corm with pruning shears. 
Corms, placed in a screen-bottomed 
tray for quick drying, can be left to 
cure in the sun for a few days. If 
weather is rainy or humid, bring corms 
indoors. After a two- to three-week 
curing period, old corms and roots can 
be easily snapped from the new corm. 
(Gladiolus corms form anew each 
year, the new one on top of the old

Store corms in a _ well-ventilated 
room at a temperature of 40°. 

Recommended varieties.—Keep in 
mind that my likes and dislikes may 
vary from yours. 

Figures following the variety names 

indicate the approximate number of 
days it will normally take large corms 
of that variety to bloom. The varieties 
which are preceded by a * are my 
“best bets.”
